BADGES OF THE 


Gettysburg Reunion in 1913 


The Dukeof Wellington once wrote, 
“Nothing except a battle lost can be 
as melancholy as a battle won.” Had 
he lived a half century later, and en- 
visaged the Battle of Gettysburg he 
might have added. . . . Nothing more 
tragic than a battle won, its victory 
thrown away. 


In the days following the battle 
men began to see this tragedy, and 
it has been debated with more or less 
heat for almost a hundred years, and 
recently highlighted by the well pub- 
licized remarks of Eisenhower and 
Montgomery. 

The Battle of Gettysburg has ap- 
pealed to the imagination of Amer- 
icans more than any other battle of 
the Civil War, because of the large 
number of men engaged, the decisive 
effect of the battle (not seen as clear- 
ly at the time as later), the prestige 
of the generals leading the forces, and 
especially the spectacular nature of 
the famous Pickett’s charge which 
thrilled men of that day and genera- 
tions of schoolboys since. 

So it seemed fitting when a great 
and imaginative attempt was to be 
made at reconciliation 50 years later, 
that the site of this battle should be 
chosen as the place for the cere- 
monies. 


And it was natura] to call in the 
two veterans organizations, the G.A.R. 
and the U.C.V. to assist in the under- 
taking. The national encampments of 
the G.A.R. were, by this time a well 
established part of the American 
scene. From the first one held in In- 
dianapolis in 1866 they had been held 
yearly, growing in attendance through 
the 80s and 90s and then beginning 
about 1900 to decline because of the 
death of veterans and their increas- 
ing inability to attend far-away meet- 
ings. 

Nevertheless in 1913 at Gettysburg 
(such was the interest inspired by 
the event and the tremendous efforts 
of organization by the host, the State 
of Pennsylvania, and the Federal Gov- 
ernment) there were over 50,000 vet- 
erans in attendance, many past the 
biblical age of three score years and 
ten. Not all of these were members 
of the two organizations. The G.A.R. 
assisted but it was not their show. 
Perhaps that is the reason that med- 
als and ribbons from the Gettysburg 
Reunion are so scarce and lack the 
elaborate design and ingenuity of 
medals of other years. 

This was not the first Gettysburg 
reunion. Some of the state encamp- 
ments celebrated the 25th anniversary 
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in 1888. A ribbon worn at the New 
Jersey encampment in 1888 is shown 
in the illustration. Nor was it the 
first attempt to bring the two sides 
together in a peace gathering. In 1895 
Louisville invited the G.A.R. to a na- 
tional encampment in that city. Hen- 
ry Watterson, the eminent Louisville 
editor, and Confederate soldier, made 
a conciliatory address. Yet writing in 
the magazine of the Confederate Vet- 
erans some southern veterans com- 
plained of the insensitiveness of 
Northern speakers to Southern feel- 
ings. The one thing the South wanted 
more desperately than all else was 
recognition of the high motives that 
had impelled them to the struggle. 
They fought not for slavery, not for 
material gain, nor pride, but for a 
form of government which they be- 
lieved the noblest yet devised by man 
and bequeathed to them by the Found- 
ing Fathers. Such motives they said 
were as lofty as those which had mo- 
tivated the North and alone could 
have sustained men of the calibre of 
Lee to a bloody four-year struggle. 
All this time two distinct and dif- 
ferent tendencies were developing in 
the G.A.R. and one might almost say 
they were suffering from schizophre- 
nia. Some were urging reconciliation 
and showing this by the decorating of 
Confederate graves on Memorial Day, 
by efforts of individuals to set up 
pleasant relations with southerners 
of their acquaintance, and by an ef- 
fort to understand the psychology of 
the Lost Cause—to see how loyalty 
to a lost cause could exist together 
with loyalty to the American present. 
On the other hand politicians and 
others with an axe to grind were stir- 
ring up old hatreds. “Boys, vote as 
you shot,” used in the campaign of 
1892 was not a slogan to invite rap- 


‘prochement. Strong opposition to erec- 


tion of monuments to Confederate 
leaders, to anv proposal to join Con- 
federate and Union veterans in par- 
ades and reunions could always be 
expected. In 1895 the commander-in- 
chief probably expressed the senti- 
ments of the maiority when he said 
“the north has been right and the 
south wrong, and no efforts to efface 
these radical distinctions should be 
encouraged by any true patriot.” 

And so the pendulum swung back 
and forth during the 19th century. 
But now it is 1913—the Spanish 
American War has welded together, 
another generation of yveterans—most 
of the older men still alive are willing 
to forget and forgive. 

Many cities and organizations had 
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talked of a reunion and reconcilia- 
tion meeting on the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the Battle of Gettysburg, but 
when the chips were down it was the ~ 
State of Pennsylvania that initiated ~ 
it, and appropriated the money (in | 
the end it was to be almost a half a 
million dollars. As early as 1909 by ~~ 
order of the legislature a commission ~ 
was appointed and for four years a 
vast amount of exploratory work and 
promotion was accomplished. The help 
of the Federal Government was enlist- 
ed in 1910 and conferences were held. 
It was decided that the reunion should 
be held for the first three days of 
July and that on the Fourth the cor- 
nerstone of a memorial building © 
should be dedicated by the President 
of the United States (this latter plan ~ 
failed as Congress adjourned without ~ 
appropriating money for the building. 
But President Wilson did come and 
deliver a brief address). 


The War Department undertook to 
build a camp for 50,000 men, the rail- 
roads to run special trains bringing 
them in, and the States appropriated 
money to pay their traveling ex- 
penses 


But the success of the project real- 
ly depended on persuading the Con- 
ffederate veterans to attend. After 
all a reconciliation meeting depended 
on both sides being present. The 
play’s the thing but without Romeo 
or Juliet it becomes a mockery. For- 
tunately, General Walker, the com- 
mander of the Confederate Veterans 
at that time was a man of vast in- 
fluence in the South and because he 
threw his influence in favor of the 
reunion, almost 10,000 Confederate 
veterans came. This was a minority 
compared to the 40,000 G.A.R. mem- 
bers who attended but those from the 
South made up in conciliatory spirit 
what they lacked in numbers. More é 
difficulty of transportation from the ~ 
South and failure of the southern | 
states to provide expense money ac- 
counted in part for the discrepancy. ~ 
The South was still poor in 1913 and 
many states felt they could not afford 
to appropriate the money.

Some years ago, I promised a list- 
ing, followed by an evaluation, of 
the British EK, EL and EV Series. 
Since then I started working on it 
several times, but only now finally 
got around to completing the job. 
The bulk of the information con- 
tained herein was supplied to me by 
Messrs. Eric Edney and S. A. Ren- 
ton of England. My gratitude to 
these gentlemen for their most kind 
assistance is boundless. 

The Plum 10” EK and 12” EL, 
and the Blue 10” EV Series, pressed 
by His Master’s Voice in England, 
consist of acoustical recordings made 
in Imperial Russia by famed native 
artists—both classical and popular— 
of that period; and of those incised 
electrically—chiefly in France, but

Russian singers and instrumentalists. 
Like the Polish-born Pola Negri, per- 
haps others established residence 
abroad before the revolution; but on 
the whole, the names on the elec- 
trically recorded discs are of artists 
who left Russia during or after the 
downfall of the Empire. 

To my knowledge, the EK Series 
first appeared in England in the 
middle ’twenties, containing, among 
others, pressings from G&T and 
Amour masters, and was shortly fol- 
lowed by EL and EV Series. Soon 
after, some of the items were de- 
leted, but a good number remained 
available until the war when their 
publication ceased for a while, to be 
resumed around 1950. Early in the 
*fifties, some were imported to this 


country; but now, alas, they only 
show up occasionally on _ dealers’ 
lists. 


I avoid transliterating because to 
one who knows the language this 
practice is superfluous, and to one 
who doesn’t it is useless. Only items 
of importance are here fully listed, 
and those are translated as closely 
to the original language as possible. 
The names are spelled in English 
the way they sound, while the com- 
bination of the letters (“tch” and 
“tz,” for example) is kept consist- 
ently uniform. For some reason, a 
few of the numbers are reported as 
“Unknown.” All vocal selections are 
sung in Russian. 

At a later date, I’ll discuss some 
of the outstanding recordings of 
these Series, and will give sketches, 
accompanied by more photographs, 
of the celebrities whose names ap- 
pear on their labels.

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Leonard Garfield Spencer 
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As His Daughter Ethel Lovingly Recalls Him 
(And new light on Ada Jones) 


By JIM WALSH 


How time flies! 

More than ten years ago I wrote 
a biography of the great pioneer re- 
cording comedian, Len Spencer, which 
appeared in HOBBIES from March 
through August, 1947. The series was 
one of the most comprehensive I had 
written, but it was based so largely 
on third and fourth-hand information 
that I doubted its being as accurate 
as I should like. 

Time has proved my qualms were 
justified. Although the mistakes were 
not intentional, they were numerous 
and the article stands as perhaps the 
least trustworthy of any I have pub- 
lished. But now, through a series of 
fortunate chances, I can present a re- 
vised version of the life and person- 
ality of Leonard Garfield Spencer, 
based on the recollections of his 
charming daughter, Mrs. James A. 
Yarbray of San Antonio, Texas. 

In writing the 1947 “profile” one 
of my worries was that I had never 
become acquainted by correspondence, 
or in person, with any of Len Spen- 
cer’s surviving relatives. And, when 
I finally came to know Mrs. Yarbray, 
it was not through my learning where 
she lived and writing to her, but 
through her getting in touch with me. 

This was followed by a face to face 
meeting in 1954 that I regard as one 
of the major events of my life. 

This series will not be a revamp- 
ing of the one that appeared more 
than a decade ago and will not try 
to cover the same ground where the 
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statements already made are trust- 
worthy. Instead, it will be largely a 
retelling of Mrs. Yarbray’s reminis- 
cences, expressed in writing and in 
person. First though, since I don’t 
want to be making corrections of 
preceding errors throughout this ar- 
ticle, I shall devote a section to reme- 
dying the former misstatements. And, 
by another lucky “break,” I shall also 
be able to give some additional] infor- 
mation about Len Spencer’s long- 
time protege and associate, the al- 
most legendary Ada Jones. First, the 
Spencer alterations. 


II Correcting Some Mistakes 

In the March, 1947, installment, 
the name of Len Spencer’s mother 
was printed as Sara Andrew Spencer. 
It should have been Sara Andrews 
Spencer. The Spencerian Business 
College was at Ninth and D Streets 
in Washington, D. C. 

Len and Henry (Harry) Spencer 
were not twins, Len was several years 
the older. This error came from a 
statement by a former pupil of the 
business college that the boys were 
twins and when they dressed in each 
other’s clothes were so much alike 
not even their mother could tell which 
was which. 

In April, I quoted from Fred Gais- 
berg’s book, “The Music Goes Round,” 
a statement that Len Spencer’s face 
was scarred from a razor cut. Mrs. 
Yarbray says this is not true—at 
least she never observed any scar. 
The statement that Len had trouble 
with failing eyesight is true but does 
not go far enough. In his late thir- 
ties he lost the sight of his right eye. 

The May installment says that the 
name of Garry Allen, which Len some- 
times used in his early recording 
days, was taken from the maiden 
name of his wife, Miss Elizabeth Al- 
len. Spencer was married more than 
once, but not to anyone named Eli- 
zabeth Allen. Mrs. Yarbray doubts the 
story that he eloped with a business 
college student. 

Harry Spencer made more records 
than the former series would indi- 
cate. They were mostly recitations. 
Companies for which he worked in- 
eluded Columbia, Edison, Berliner, 
Z-n-o-phone and Leeds. It was he who 
mace the Columbia record of ‘“Presi- 
dent McKinley’s Address at the Pan- 
American Fxposition,” which has 
heen generally credited to Len. I 
learned this from a 1907 catalog of 
Marconi semi-flexible records, pressed 
from Columbia masters, which spe- 
cifically gives the artist’s name as 
Harry Spencer. The first Victor rec- 
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ord (No. 1070), made in 1901, of por- 


tions of McKinley’s last address, was 
recited by the Haydn Quartet basso, 
William F.Hooley. This was soon re- 
made by Len Spencer. Victor record 
No. 1071 also contained portions of 
McKinley’s last address with snatch- 
es of his favorite hymns, sung by 
the American Quartet (not the same 
group which Billy Murray headed a 
decade later). Since Hooley sang bass 
in the American, no doubt he again 
did the McKinley impersonation. 
Frank C. Stanley made an Edison 
wax cylinder of the McKinley address. 
Not one was by the President him- 
self, who was mortally wounded be- 
fore he could have had a chance to 
record the speech. 

After his early Columbia days, Len 
Spencer signed an exclusive contract 
with the U.S. Record Company of 
Newark, New Jersey, and recorded 
for it a number of years. He returned 
to Columbia on the death of the U.S. 
Company, which made “New Jersey” 
records. Columbia moved its head- 
quarters to New York in 1897, but 
Len continued to live in Washing- 
ton for several years. The details of 
his association with the U.S. Com- 
pany are well brought out in an ar- 
ticle which appeared in the Novem- 
ber, 1896, issue of The Phonoscope. 
It probably was written by the edi- 
tor, Russell Hunting himself, a bril- 
liant recording comedian: 


MR. LEONARD SPENCER, better 
known among his friends as ‘Len,” 
was born in Washington, D. C., Janu- 
ary 12, 1867. His father was the famous 
Henry C. Spencer, of the Spencerian 
Business College of Washington, and 
joint author of the Spencerian system 
of penmanship. From his 18th to his 
2ist year, Mr. Spencer taught in his 
father’s college. He then accepted an 
offer of the Columbia Phonograph 
Company, of Washington, D. C., to 
sing to their phonographs. This is a 
fine art, and few make a success of 
it, but Mr. Spencer’s remarkable 
powers gave a big impetus to the 
business of the company. First one 
Company, then another, outdid each 
other for his services. Finally he was 
secured, at a fat salary, by the U. S. 
Phonograph Company, with whom he 
has now been for more than six years. 

Mr. Spencer has an original way of 
singing the best Negro songs that 
makes his records of splendid merit 
in that line. His sympathetic, well- 
cultivated voice also enables him to 
render familiar ballads with great 
sentiment and feeling. The gifts of 
comedian and vocalist he combines in 
an unusual degree. He is the originator 
of the darky shout in phonograph work. 
His efforts are always original and 
his resources seemingly without limit. 
He has a repertoire of fully 600 songs, 
of which more_ than are being 
catalogued at the present time, and 
+ Raia records he has made exceeds 

Some of his great hits are: “Nigger 
and the Bee,” “Little Liza Loves 
You,’”’ “Little Alabama Coon,”’ etc. 
“The New Bully” he has sung ten 
times a week for six months with 
great success, May Irwin having com- 
plimented him especially on his ren- 
dering of this song. Mr. Spencer is 
one of the few successful imitators of 
Chevalier’s coster songs, where he 
seems not only to have caught the 
spirit of the original singer, but also 
to have entirely donned the character 
of the East End Cockney. 

In the descriptive selections played 
by Issler’s Orchestra, Mr. Spencer man- 
ipulates the castagnettes, clogs, tam- 
bourines, etc., making-also the neces- 
Sary announcements and the remarks 
that cause so much laughter by those 
who have listened to these popular

selections. Gifted with a powerful voice 
} utilizes it to great advantage in 
announcing for band and other records 
where a number of machines are used, 
necessitating great vocal power to fill 
the horns of the several machines 
which are running at the same time. 

He has lately formed a co-partner- 
ship with the popular artist, Mr. John 
I. Hogan, for the production of a 
sketch called ‘Our Sunny Southern 
Home,’’ a true character delineation 
of the Southern Negro, with all his 
wit, humor and pathos. This sketch 
has been produced at a number of the 
leading theatres in and around New 
York, meeting with the approval of 
ritical audiences. 

Mr. Spencer is a universal favorite 
as is shown by the many songs that 
have been dedicated to him by such 
popular composers as Monroe H. Rosen- 
sr Addison Kent, Will Carlton and 
others. 


Perhaps it may be well“to explain 
that the Chevalier mentioned in the 
foregoing quotation was an English 
music hall comedian, Albert Cheva- 
lier—not the still active French singer, 
Maurice Chevalier. One of the songs 
dedicated to Spencer was a sequel to 
“The New Bully,” called “De Bully’s 
Weddin’ Night.” It was written by 
Will C. Carleton, the once famous 
author of “Over the Hills to the Poor- 
house,” and John W. Cavanaugh, who 
was credited with the music of the 
original “Bully” song. In later years 
it has heen corrupted into a hill-billy 
tune, “Bully of the Town.” 


A year and a half later, in July, 
1898, after Spencer had returned to 
his original Columbia allegiance, the 
Phonoscope said: 


Len Spencer is acknowledged to be 
the most versatile artist in the record 
making business. He is a Washington- 
ian and a member of the famous fam- 
ily that brought Spencerian penman- 
ship into the world. Early in life he 
began to shine in private theatricals 
and minstrel entertainments. About ten 
years ago he began record-making for 
the Columbia Phonograph Company, 
and he has won a place at the head 
of the profession. Gifted with a splen- 
did voice and a talent for interpreting 
the comic as well as the sentimental, 


he sings effectively comic songs, Negro 
songs or ballads of a sentimental sort. 


The “record of pure gold,” men- 
tioned in the May, 1947, installment 
was presented to Thomas A. Edison 
by National Phonograph Company 
jobbers during a convention in the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, New York, 
July 17-20, 1906. Len Spencer read 
the message on the cylinder, which is 
as follows: 


Mr. Edison: This record of pure 
gold, which addresses these words to 
you, is a gift from the jobbers en- 
gaged in the distribution of the Edison 
phonograph and records. They have 
come from the East, the West, the 
North and the South of this fair land 
of ours. They are your loyal and ad- 
miring friends— your ambassadors of 
commerce, whose mission it is to dis- 
tribute your products to the far 
quarters of the globe. By the touch 
of your colossal inventive genius vou 
have created industries giving employ- 
ment to countless thousands the world 
over. The wheels of commerce occu- 
pied in the production of your inven- 
tion sing a never-ending song of praise 
to your magnificent achievements. 

To the seven existing wonders of the 
world you added the phonograph, which 
is the eighth wonder of the world. It 
speaks every language uttered by hu- 
man tongue, and in the field of 
language-study it is the greatest edu- 
eator the world has ever known. With 
song and story it will continue till the 
end of time to entertain the multitudes 
of the earth, who place the name of 
Thomas A. Edison at the head of the 
column of the world’s greatest captains 
of industry. 





The record ended with an orchestra 
playing “Auld Lang Syne.” Each job- 
ber was given an ordinary wax copy 
of the “gold record,” and_ several 
vears ago I was fortunate enough to 
obtain one, which I still have. 

In spite of its label of an earlier 
era, the record made for Victor deal- 
ers, described in the May issue, came 
out in 1905—not 1903. 

Turning to the June, 1947, HOB- 
BIES, Spencer’s association with Ada 
Jones began in 1904, not 1905. 

The speculation in the July issue 
that Myrtle Spencer was Harry’s 
daughter was incorrect. He had no 
children. She was Len Spencer’s 
child. One of the most glaring errors 
I committed was in giving the names 
of Len’s children as Michael, Ethel 
and Clare. This was taken from a 
New York newspaper obituary notice 
in which the names were wrongly 
spelled. Spencer was not survived by 
any sons. His three surviving children 
were Mvrtle, Ethel and Clara. The 
Ethel Harboro mentioned as taking 
part in one record was not Ethel 
Spencer. 

In the August, 1947 issue. there is 
a reference to Len Spencer’s last rec- 
ord, the Edison Diamond Dise of 
“Uncle Fritz and the Children’s Or- 
chestra,” introducing the “Christmas 
Symphony” composed by F. X. Chwa- 
tal. Mrs. Yarbray recalls going to 
the Edison studios with her father 
and playing a toy instrument—prob- 
ably a triangle—as a member of the 
“children’s orchestra,” which helped 
him make the record. 

Spencer’s death occurred in his of- 
fice, not at his home. He was 47 years 
of age, not 46, and the record played

at his funeral was not—Mrs. Yarbray 
says—an Edison cylinder but a spe- 
cially made over-sized Columbia disc. 
She still has the record. When the 
comedian died he was not signing a 
letter, but was talking with a woman 
performer who had come into his Ly- 
ceum, Mrs. Yarbray, then a girl of 
16, was standing beside him when 
the fatal attack occurred. She says, 
The Lord’s Prayer record has a sym- 
bol in script along the edge: Sp 18- 
19367-2” and the 23rd Psalm, “Sp 18- 
19366-2.” Undoubtedly, “Sp’’ stands 
for “Special.” 





III New Discoveries About 
Ada Jones 


That seems to take care of the cor- 
rections. Now, before relating how I 
came to be acquainted with Mrs. Yar- 
bray and privileged to put into type 
her recollections of her distinguished 
father, I should like to digress briefly 
to relate some newly discovered facts 
concerning that most remarkable of 
phonograph comediennes, Ada Jones. 
After all, it was reading a magazine 
article of mine about the inimitable 
Ada that caused Mrs. Yarbray to 
write her first letter to me. 


My Ada Jones series appeared in 





Ada Jones sending a joke by wireless, 
about 1921. 
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HOBBIES from June, 1946, through 
January, 1947. It was as comprehen- 
sive as it well couid be considering 
the circumstances in which it was 
written, but it left some things un- 
revealed. For instance, although I 
knew the singer was born in, or near 
Manchester, England—probably dur- 
ing the 1870’s—I had been unable to 
obtain her birth date. Neither did I 
give the date of her marriage to a 
vaudeville “song and dance man,” 
Hugh Flaherty. 

Now, thanks to an enthusiastic ad- 
mirer of Ada Jones, I can. Milford 
H. Fargo of 1279 Park Avenue, Ro- 
chester 10, New York, is a young man 
who is a member of the faculty of 
the Eastman School of Music. AI- 
though his activities have been in the 
field of fine music, Mr. Fargo recent- 
ly became acquainted with some of 
the cylinder recordings of Ada Jones 
and was charmed. He recognized Ada 
aS a great artist—as great in her way 
as the operatic stars in theirs. He de- 
termined to find out everything he 
could about Ada, but had no luck 
until he discovered in a public li- 
brary the old copies of HOBBIES 
containing my articles. After reading 
these he wrote to me for more infor- 
mation, sent me a number of question- 
naires and began doing independent 
research, which he is still carrying on. 
He has acquired some 550 dises and 
cylinders by Ada Jones and hopes to 
establish a memorial to her by assem- 
bling the most nearly complete col- 
lection of her records in existence. 

Seeking to learn Ada’s birth date 
and the names of her parents, he ob- 
tained a copy of the information she 
gave when the New York State cen- 
sus of 1915 was taken. With this as 
a basis, he wrote to the General Reg- 
ister Officer, Somerset House, London, 
and as he says, “In a couple of very 
long weeks I was rewarded with a 
certified copy of an entry of birth.” 

Now, owing to the fine work of Mil- 
ford Fargo, I am able to report that 
Ada Jones was born June 1, 1878, 
in her parenfs’ home at 78 Manches- 
ter Street, Oldham, Lancashire, Eng- 
land, a suburb of Manchester. Her 
birth was registered August 18, 1873, 
and she seems to have been given 
only the one name of. Ada. She was 
not quite 49 years of age when she 
died in Rocky Mount, North Carolina, 
May 2, 1922. Incidentally, her death 
certificate gave her age as 46, not 40, 
as was printed in the former series. 

Ada -Jones’ father, James Jones, 
was an innkeeper. An Oldham direc- 
tory of 1875 lists him as the innkeep- 
er of “The British Flag,” at’ the 
Manchester Street address. Her moth- 
er’s name was—I discovered to my 
surprise and pleasure — Ann Jane 
Walsh. As far as I know, she was not 
related to me, but my late father, 
who vastly admired Ada Jones. would 
have been captivated at the thought 
of a possible family connection. Ada 
said her mother was a well-known 
professional singer, but Oldham au- 
thorities who have aided Mr. Fargo 
in his research have found no record 
of her singing career. However, as he 
remarks, “it has been a long-stand- 
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ing custom in Oldham for a public 
house to provide entertainment, and 
it is possible that Ada Jones’ mother 
sang in ‘The British Flag.’”’ The orig- 
inal building is no longer standing, 
but the site is now occupied by anoth- 
er public house called “The Lanca- 
shire Vaults.” built in around 1900 to 
1910. Apparently there are no photos 
of the old “British Flag.” 

Ada’s baptism is registered at the 
Roman Catholic Church of Our Lady 
of Mount Carmel and St. Patrick in 
Oldham. A search of local newspapers 
revealed an obituary notice for Ada’s 
baby brother, Arthur James Jones, 
9 six months, born October 24, 
1874 

Mr. Fargo adds: “Papa must have 
liked that name for he chose Arthur 
F. for one of his sons from his third 
wife. No living relatives have been 
located, but an article by John Gaunt 
appeared last month in a local pa- 
per (the Oldham Chronicle, I think), 
which brought my search to the atten- 
tion of the readers in the hope of 
doing so.” 

Milford searched the marriage rec- 
ords of the Borough of Manhattan 
and finally discovered Certificate No. 
16264. It was that of Ada Jones and 
Hughie Flaherty, and said: “I here- 
by certify that the above-named groom 
and bride were joined in marriage 
by me, in accordance with the Laws 
of the State of New York, at 217 Sec- 
ond Avenue, in the Borough of Man- 
hattan, City of New York, this 9th 
of August, 1904.” The marriage must 
have taken place some two or three 
months before Billy Murray heard 
Ada singing in Huber’s Museum and 
recommended to Len Spencer that he 
engage her as his associate. She often 
sang to the accompaniment of colored 
song slides and was considered one 
of the best “delineators” of that type 
of work. The first issued record in 
which she worked with Len Spencer 
appears to have been the Columbia of 
“The Hand of Fate,” which came out 
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in February, 1905, as cylinder 32623 
and disc 3050. Henry Spencer played 
a minor part in it. This burlesque 
sketch likewise was recorded for oth- 
er companies. The Imperial record 
label, made by the Leeds & Catlin 
Company, refers to her as “Miss Ida 
Jones.” 


The 1915 census report says, “Ada 
Jones was born in England, but had 
been in the United States for 35 
years. She was listed as an alien, so 
apparently she never became a nat- 
uralized American. Her occupation 
was given as “professional singer.” 
Her husband was noted as Hughic 
Flaherty, 36 years of age (six year: 
younger than Ada), an actor by pro- 
fession who had been in this country 
33 years. The marriage certificate 
gave his birthplace as County Kerry 
Ireland, his father as John Flaherty, 
and his mother as Kate Sullivan—cer- 
tainly an all-Irish combination. Their 
only child, Sheilah, was nine years 
old when the census was taken.’ 
Mrs. Frances Seay Verme, who lived 
next door to the Flahertys as a girl, 
told Mr. Fargo that Sheilah married 
afiter her mother’s death and had a 
son. She thought Sheilah, after mov- 
ing away from Huntington Station, 
died in the early 1930’s. 


I am happy to pass on these newly 
learned facts concerning the woman 
whom I have already referred to as 
“the almost legendary Ada Jones.” 
The singer was so nearly a legendary 
figure in her lifetime that almost from 
the beginning of her recording career 
rumors periodically swept the coun- 
try that she had died. For instance, the 
following denial appeared in the Edi- 
son publication, Along Broadway, for 
June, 1919, together with a photo 
showing her cooking over an old-fash- 
ioned coal stove: 


A little while ago someone wrote in 
to us for corroboration of a rumor of 

Ada Jones’ death. We denied it em- 
phatically. As Mark ain once said 
of a similar rumor about himself, ‘‘It 
was greatly exaggerated.’’ Just how 
alive Miss Jones is may be imagined 
from ihis picture, where she looks 
competent to fry hot cakes for a whole 
family. We know very well that the 
May supplement established her pres- 
ence on this mortal sphere more com- 
pletely than any picture could, how- 
ever, with the two new numbers her 
admirers hastened to carry home. 


To conclude the Ada Jones sec- 
tion, I believe it should be interesting 
to reprint my article, “Miss Ada 
Waxed Hot in Her Day,’ which I 
contributed to the Capitol Record 
Company’s Music Views magazine for 
June, 1953, and which made Mrs. Yar- 
bray, who accidentally happened upon 
it, decide to write to me: 


Today’s record business is full of 
“slamour girls’’ — Margaret Whiting, 
Dinah Shore, Doris Day, Patti Page, 
Rosemary Clooney-——but for ten years 
or so, beginning in 1904, the phono- 
graph had only one ‘Personality Miss.” 
Her name was Ada Jones. 

In proportion to the number 
ing -machines’”’ then in use, 
blue-eyed, buxom Ada probably had 
the greatest following of any woman 
recording artist. 

Born in Manchester, England, Ada 
was brought to the United States as 
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baby and made her debut at seven 
in the old National Theater, Philadel- 
phia, singing “Killarney” in a strong, 
sweet voice that filled the house. As 

child prodigy, she appeared in stage 
snows and made records—as tests only 
—-for the North American Phonograph 
Company. 

In 1904 the singer’s real phonograph 
career began. She was singing in 
}iuber’s Museum in New York, when 

n Spencer, a famous recorder of 
comic sketches, engaged her as his 
ssistant. Spencer coached her so care- 
fully that soon her skill in the use 
of dialects and impersonating various 
types of characters was considered un- 
cunny. 

Almost overnight, she became the 
most popular woman singer of senti- 
mental ballads. 

Ada’s vogue was amazing. Although 
the wife of Hughie Flaherty, a vaude- 
vilian, she was generally believed to 
be single. Lighthouse keepers in Aus- 
tralia, gold miners in Alaska, planta- 
tion owners in Africa, wrote letters of 
proposal to the ‘‘Dream Girl’’ whose 
yoice came to them out of a phono- 
graph horn. Few had seen her photo, 
and none of those far-away admirers 
knew she suffered from epilepsy. 

Miss Jones’ greatest popularity came 

1907 when she formed a duet part- 
nership with Billy Murray. They work- 
ei together 15 years as perhaps the 
most popular singing team in recorded 
musie’s history. A fantastic phase of 
her career came with periodic rumors 
that Ada had died. Phonograph com- 
panies denied them, but the rumors 
persisted. Even more oddly, there are 
record collectors today who insist the 
soprano is still living, although Ada 
ee died in High Point, N. C., May 

Within the past few weeks the alert 
and resourceful Milford Fargo has 
been informed by J. Taylor Finley, 
superintendent of schools in Hunting- 
ton Station, the school’s records give 
Sheilah Flaherty’s birth date as Jan- 
uary 14, 1906. I thought it would be 
interesting and amusing to check the 
Victor, Columbia, Edison and Zon-o- 
phone supplements for that month and 
find out what records Sheilah’s moth- 
er was currently represented by at 
the time that young lady arrived to 
gladden the lives of Hughie and Ada. 
My research yielded the.following: 

Ada’s Victor records for January, 
1906—made, of course, a few months 
before being placed on sale—included 
No. 4548, “My Word,” a solo in which 
she imitated the famous English come- 
dienne, Katie Barry (Miss Jones fre- 
quently did imitations of Vesta Vic- 
toria and other English music hall 
favorites, singing their songs as a 
rule better than they did) and two 
descriptive specialties with Len Spen- 
cer, 4550, “Fritz and Louisa,” and 
4549, “The Golden Wedding.” Len al- 
so teamed up on 4554 with the animal 
imitator, Al §. Holt, who died in Lon- 
don in 1924, to do “Punch and Judy” 
—a record I haven’t found. 

Neither Ada nor Len was in the 
Columbia January list, but in Feb- 
ruary they were represénted by a cy- 
linder, 32868, of “Fritz and Louisa” 
and a dise, 3314, of “The Golden Wed- 
ding.” Their January two-minute Edi- 
son cylinder offerings were a _ solo 
by Ada, No. 9182, “I’m a Woman of 
Importance” (no doubt the proud 
young mother felt she was important 
after producing Sheilah!) and a Ger- 
man dialect comic sketch by the pair, 
9172, “Fritz and Louisa” (again!) 
Which was vastly popular for years. 
For Zon-o-phone, Ada alone sang 
“Have You Seen My Henry Brown?” 
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(348); she and Len did “The Fair 
Fisher Maiden and Her Catch” (341) 
and “The Golden Wedding” (342), 
and Len on 347 gave an unassisted 
version of “The Musical Yankee.” No 
doubt they also had records in the 
January lists of Leeds, American, In- 
ternational and the other “pirate” 
companies of that day. For the benefit 
of those who are wondering, “Where’s 
the Zon-o-phone record of ‘Fritz and 
Louisa’? I’l] say that Zono didn’t get 
around to issuing it until August, 
1906. 

These numerous “releases” give an 
idea of how popular Ada Jones had 
become, in solos and with the amiable 
Mr. Spencer, within less than a year 
after her records first appeared. Now, 
more than half a century later, the 
buxom comedienne’s ability to charm 
her hearers has not died—witness her 
effect on Milford Fargo!—although 
she has been dead 86 years. Milford’s 
latest discovery is that Ada had two 
stepmothers and three of her half- 
brothers are still living. 

I have found the following entry in 
the Imperial record catalog for Octo- 
ber, 1906, showing how popular the 
Jones and Spencer specialties had be- 
come in little more than a year and 
ahalf. Eighteen of their duets are list- 
ed, including one, No. 44567, “The 
Future Mrs. ’Awkins,” which is not 
well known in this country and may 
have been made primarily for ex- 
port to Great Britain. The descrip- 
tion reads: 

VAUDEVILLE SKETCHES BY 

LEN SPENCER AND ADA JONES 

These duets by Mr. Spencer and Miss 
Jones are becoming more and more 
popular. The reason is not hard to 
find. The public knows the work of 
these artists is up-to-date in every 
respect. Their dialogue is_ bright, 
catchy and witty, and shows the ef- 
fect not only of a thorough under- 
standing of what is demanded by the 


public, but of careful study and a 
determination to meet the demand. 


IV I Hear From Mrs. Yarbray 

There still seems something almost 
fairy-like about the way I finally 
came into communication with Leo- 
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nard Garfield Spencer’s daughter, 
Ethel. For years before I wrote the 
1947 HOBBIES series I had tried 
vainly to find out if any members of 
the immediate Spencer family were 
still alive and where they were. The 
nearest I came to obtaining that in- 
formation was when a veteran Edi- 
son official wrote me he had heard 
that “Mrs. Len Spencer and her 
daughters are believed to be living 
somewhere in Arizona,” but just 
where he had no idea. The report was 
incorrect, for Mrs. Spencer had died 
before the letter was written and the 
mother and daughters had not gone 
to Arizona. They had instead, moved 
to Texas. 

Then came the near miracle. On 
July 29, 1953, I experienced one of 
those “thrills of a lifetime,” when I 
received the following letter, forward- 
ed by Bob Johnson, the editor of 
Music Views:

Through a friend connected with the 
San Antonio Music Company I have 
read your June, 1953, edition of Music 
Views, and found an article of great 
interest to me. It is headed ‘‘Miss Ada 
Waxed Hot in her day.” 

My particular interest in this article 
rests in the fact that the Len Spencer 
whom Mr. Walsh mentions is my 
father. I would like to have a copy 
of this edition and would appreciate 
your mailing me one and I will gladly 
pay whatever charges are necessary. 

I would also be interested in know- 
ing whether you have published an 
article on Len Spencer. If so, I would 
certainly appreciate having a copy of 
it also. My father died December 15, 
1914, and it is rarely that I hear of 
him or his recordings, so this mention 
of him really touched me. . . Sincerely 
yours, Mrs. James A. Yarbray, 843 
Peck Avenue, San Antonio 10, Texas. 


Elatedly, I lost no time in writ- 
ing to Mrs. Yarbray and seeking addi- 
tional information about that remark- 
able man, her father, whom I had 
admired since I was a small boy.

America’s 
Conquest 
of Space 


By BISSELL BROOKE 


Today, man’s attempts to conquer 
“outer” space high above the earth 
recalls a Herculean conquest of “in- 
ner” space on the earth 168 years 
ago. It provided both a notable chap- 
ter in American history and a signifi- 
cant epoch in transportation. 

By 1790, the newly founded United 
States was confronted with the vital 
problem of conquering its own spate 
through harnessing the entire far 
flung, sprawling territory in order to 
make it more generally accessible. 
America had vehicles—carts, wagons 
and stagecoaches—but it lacked their 
very important hand maid and ally, 
the indispensable road. 

This serious bottleneck became very 
apparent following the American Rev- 
olution. The roads of the thirteen 
original colonies were little more than 
crude trails worn wide and hard by 
years of usage. The rough dirt roads 
prevented stagecoaches from travel- 
ing any faster than four miles per 
hour! Moreover, deplorable road con- 
ditions along the Eastern seabszard 
limited stagecoach runs to only be- 
tween Philadelphia, New York an1 
Boston. No coach lines operated south 
of Philadelphia, and water transpor- 
tation was the main means of re°ch- 
ing cities below the Mason-Dixon 
Line, particularly Baltimore and 
Charleston and New Orleans. 

Thus, the security of the infant na- 
tion was threatened, and its growth 
was being stunted for want of the 
necessary life blood that could be sup- 
plied only by a widespread adequate

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system of durable roads to link to- 
gether all areas: forests, mountains, 
prairies and rivers. And the patriot 
fathers made strenuous efforts to rea- 
lize this need. 


George Washington was among the 
first to recognize the unity of the 
new nation was being jeopardized by 
lack of roads. Publicly, he pointed 
out that it was of the utmost im- 
portance for the East and the West 
to be bound together by roads and 
eanals. Roads were necessary to de- 
fend the West against Indians as 
well as to make it possible for the 
West to send its products to Eastern 
markets, and likewise. obtain sun- 
vlies from the East. Moreover, the 
West had water communication with 
Canada and New Orleans and with 
no connecting link to the Fast, there 
loomed the possibility the West might 
attempt to become independent or 
join forces with England or Spain. 

Emphasizing this need, Washington 
wrote: “Smooth the roads and make 
easy the way for them (new set- 
tlers), and see what an influx of ar- 
ticles will be poured upon us; how 
amazingly our exports will be in- 
creased by them; and how amply we 
shall be compensated for any trouble 
and expense we may encounter.” 

Two other eminent pioneer Amer- 
ican statesmen, Jefferson and Albert 
Gallatin, also advised a system of 
roads and waterways be built by the 
government. But progress was slow, 
and while improvements were made 
on the three routes West that exist- 
ed by 1800, their inadequacy was 
vigorously stressed by the War of 
1812. In fact, it proved a “blessing 
in disguise” to American transporta- 
tion and the West. 

An un-named historian accents this 
in a realistic description of the suf- 
fering and delay caused by lack of 
roads. He wrote: “Up and down the 
ereat unbroken stretches between the 
Ohio and the Lakes moved the floun- 
dering supply trains in the vain ef- 
fort to keep up with the armies, or 
to reach camps or forts in time to 
avert starvation or disaster. 


“One of the tragedies of the war 
was the suffering of the troops while 
waiting for supplies of clothing, tents, 
medicines and food, which were stuck 
in swamps. Pack-horses waded knee- 
deep in mud; wagons were dragged 
through the mire up to their hubs; 
even empty vehicles sometimes became 
so imbedded that they had to be aban- 
doned, the drivers being glad to get 
off with their horses alive.” 

Washington’s ideas were re-cham- 
pioned by the fierv southern states- 
man, John C. Calhoun. In 1816 he 
publicly declared, “We are. . .rapid- 
ly—I was going to say fearfaully— 
growing. This is our pride and our 
danger, our weakness and our 
strength. The extent of our country 
exposes us to the greatest of all 
calamities next to the loss of liberty 
—disunion. . .. Let us bind the coun- 
try together with a perfect system 
of roads and canals....

“Let us conquer space!” 

In pleading for the Government to 
invest in roads, Calhoun cited the 
success of a private enterprise that 
gave the nation its first macadamized 
road, built in 1800 according to the 
invention of a Scotchman named Mac- 
Adam. He discovered that a road with 
a real rock bottom foundation would 
withstand heavy traffic if the founda- 
tion of crushed rock was covered with 
a thick layer of finely crushed rock 
that was rolled and pressed to a 
smooth hard surface from which wa- 
ter could roll off and drain. 

Called The Lancaster Turnpike, the 
American macadamized road ran from 
Philadelphia to Lancaster, Pa., where 
arrived continuously long trains of 
wagons and packhorses from over the 
mountains and from boats on the Sus- 
quehanna River. Because it provided 
a safer and swifter route for vehi- 
cles hauling heavy freight; traffic in- 
creased greatly and made it a profit- 
able enterprise as Calhoun showed by 
quoting vital statistics of its financial 
history. 

The Lancaster Turnpike cost al- 
most half a million dollars, an enor- 
mous sum 157 years ago. The State 
of Pennsylvania considered the ven- 
ture too risky to invest a penny but 
gave a franchise permitting a group 
of Philadelphia citizens to build the 
road and charge tolls for its use. Ac- 
cordinglv, the road was flanked by 
nine toll gates, whose keep2rs co!l- 
lected payment from each vehicle or 
traveler-on-foot. Traffic became _ so 
heavy that the stockholders, who had 
financed the building, soon were re- 
ceiving fifteen per cent interest re- 


turn on their money, and trade in 
Philadelphia reached new heights in 
profit. 


This success led to other Eastern 
states building similar roads: with- 
in a decade eighty-eight turnpike com- 
panies had been formed and over 
three thousand miles of roads built 
in the East. The roads were linked 
by sturdy bridges that replaced the 
rickety old ferries, and soon, inns 
and taverns were erected to accommo- 
date the travelers. 

Such progress in the East made the 
need for better roads to the West 
more acute. The experiences of the 
War of 1812 and Calhoun’s spanking 
speeches in the Senate brought re- 
sults. The Government speeded up the 
building of a road in 1806 from the 
town of Cumberland in western Mary- 
land to the Ohio River with plans 
to extend it to the Mississippi River. 
Called The Cumberland Road, funds 
for it were appropriated in payment 
of a pledge made by the Government 
for keeping title to certain public 


lands in Ohio when that territory be-

Animated Toy Pistols 


By F. H. GRIFFITH

In the period of the 1880’s and 1890’s the shooting of 
paper caps and firecrackers on July 4th was a very enter- 
taining as well as noisy method of celebration, entertain- 
ing in that there existed in those days some very ingeni- 
ous cap and firecracker shooting devices which had ani- 
mated figures in connection with the shooting mechanism. 
Some were a figure in themselves, others were objects, 


and then in the majority they were in the form of a 
pistol with the figures or objects on the barrel of the 
pistol. 


One of the most desirable of all the animated toy 
pistols is the Just Out Pistol made by Ives in the 1885 
period. When the trigger is pulled the rooster pecks at 


the egg and this fires the cap located where the beak: 


of the rooster hits the egg. At the same time the front 
part of the egg breaks open and the chick’s head pops 
out. Another very desirable item is the Clown And Mule 
pistol wherein the mule kicks the clown thereby firing 
the cap. The mule and clown are on top of the barrel 
of the pistol. The clown is to the front in a bent knee 
position. The action is very realistic with the mule rear- 
ing up and giving a good kick with his rear legs hitting 
the clown squarely in the seat of his pants. 

Three other very rare animated toy pistols are the 
Cat, Duck, and Alligator. These three are actually fig- 
ures in pistol form. The Cat, for example, fires the cap 
by clamping his extended front paws together. He is in 
a reclining position and his tail is curved to form the han- 
dle, thus the cat is in the form of a pistol. The Duck 
consists of a curved tree-like formation to form a handle 
and on top sits the duck. The cap is fired when the duck’s 
bil] snaps together. There is a provided trigger to operate 
the bill, and here again the overall appearance is that 
of a pistol. In the case of the Alligator the tail is 
curved down and this forms the grip. When the trigger 
is pulled the alligator opens and closes his mouth firing 
the cap. Meanwhile the figure of a colored boy rocks back 
and forih on the back of the alligator. 

There is quite an interesting group of the animated 
toy pistols and generally speaking Ives was the largest 


manufacturer, however, J. & E. Stevens and Kenton Hard- 
ware, as well as others, were also in this field. They 
were made of cast iron and are very similar to the 
mechanical banks. In the banks a coin was used in the 
operation and in the pistols a cap was employed. One ani- 
mated pistol, the Clown On Powder Keg, used a fire- 
cracker as a means of operation. Here we have a clown 
seated on a powder keg, both are on top of the barrel 
of the pistol. A firecracker was placed in the end of the 
barrel and when lighted and fired the clown was blown 
off the keg. 

The toy pistols under discussion are quite rare and, 
unlike the mechanical banks, they were made to be played 
with outdoors. This, of course, added to the likelihood 
of their being broken, mislaid, lost, and so on. In this 
respect on a comparison basis many of the animated toy 
pistols are more difficult to find than the mechanical banks. 

There are, of course, a great variety of toy cast iron 
pistols but it is the animated type that have the great- 
est interest and desirability. 'The pistols under discus- 
sion and pictured are from the writer’s collection. At a 
later date more detail will be given on the other types 
and kinds of toy pistols. It is a broad field and cannot 
be covered in detail in any one article. In addition there 
are other animated types not mentioned and these will 
also be covered in a future article. 

In closing the writer would like to clarify the fact 
that it is not his intent to confuse animated toy pistols 
with mechanical banks nor to infer that they are in the 
same category. However, both groups have a number of 
things in common. They are cast iron toys, they were 
made by the same companies, they have animated fig- 
ures in action, and they employ a lever or trigger to 
start the action.

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OLD SLATER MILL MUSEUM 


Traveling this summer? 

If your trip will take you to New 
England, you’ll find much to fasci- 
nate you as a hobbyist at OLD SLATER 
Mitt Museum, near U.S. Route 1, 
Pawtucket, R. I. 


This museum, one of New Eng- 
land’s newer tourist attractions — 
having opened only in 1955—is lo- 
cated in the building erected in 1793 
by Samuel Slater to house America’s 
first successful water-powered ma- 
chine textile mill. 


The building itself is of interest 
as an original from which modern 
industrial plant design has evolved. 


The exciting adventure of the young 
mill apprentice, Samuel Slater, in 
slipping out of England, despite strict 
laws aimed at keeping machine manu- 
facture of textiles as an English 
monopoly and, with his memory of 
the Arkwright system machines, seek- 
ing his fortune in the then industry- 
hungry United States—this is brought 
alive in the museum’s permanent ex- 
hibition. 

How Slater helped emancipate 
American women from the drudgery 
of household spinning and weaving 
is dramatized in the museum’s dem- 
onstration of handspinning and hand- 
weaving. 


Replicas of his early machines are 
included among the exhibits, which 
also embrace textile machinery of 
many periods, from Arkwright’s wa- 
ter frame up to very modern looms. 


A garden of plants used in the 
making of textiles is being planted 
on the grounds by the New England 
Unit of the American Herb Society 
and may be seen for the first time 
this coming summer. It will be main- 
— by the Pawtucket Garden 
Club. 


Photography fans will find the strue- 
ture a subject worthy of their atten- 
tion. They may also snap the muse- 
um’s costumed demonstrator and 
guide. The ingenious photographer 
may find some of the exhibits will 
also be good material for salon ef- 
forts. Educational shots abound. 


“Swedish Textiles 
Today” 


A special exhibition entitled ‘Swep- 
IsH ‘TEXTILES TODAY,” under the 
sponsorship of His Excellency the 
Ambassador of Sweden and Madame 
Boheman, was held at the Smithso- 
nian Institution through May 11. A 
tour of ten leading United States mu- 
seums has been arranged by the 
Smithsonian Traveling Exhibi- 
tion Service. 


The exhibition is the first compre-

hensive survey of its kind ever to be 
assembled for circulation throughout 
the United States. It reveals in more 
than one hundred superb examples 
the high artistic standards which re- 
sult from close cooperation between 
artists, designers, architects, and man- 
ufacturers. and illustrates the broad 
scope of Sweden’s second largest in- 
dustry. 


Organized by a committee repres- 
enting the Royal Ministry for For- 
eign Affairs. the Swedish Institute 
for Cultural Relations, and _ the 
Swedish Society of Industrial 
Design, the exhibition, “SWEDISH 
TEXTILES TopAy,” includes recent 
work by a score of prominent design- 
ers. Handwoven and machine-made 
curtain and upholstery fabrics, rugs, 
and table linens by the following de- 
signers will be shown: Einar Lynge- 
Ahlberg, Ingrid Dessau, Al Eklund, 
Viola Grasten, Bengt Lindroos. An- 
nika Malstrom. Sven Markelius, Mari- 
anne Nilsson, Viveka Nygren, Pierre 
Olofsson, Karl-Axel Pehrson, Brita 
Rendahl, Astrid Sampe, Nisse Skoog, 
Inez Svensson, among others. 


The participating textile manufac- 
turers include the AB Nordiska Kom- 
paniet, Almedahl- Dahlsjofors, the 
Kasthall Carpet Company, the Stock- 
holm Cotton Spinning and Weaving 
Company, and others. The architect 
Mrs. Susanne Wasson-Tucker de- 
signed the handsome, free-standing 
installation, which consists of flexible 
standards, tables, and pedestals. 


From its first showing at the Smith- 
sonian, Institution, Washington, D. C., 


the exhibition moved to the Jd. B. 
Speed Art Museum in Louisville, Ken- 
tucky (May 25-June 22), then to 
the Currier Gallery cf Art in Man- 
chester. New Hampshire (July 8 - Au- 
gust 24), The Museum of Contempo- 
rary Crafts in New York will present 
the exhibition from September 25 - 
November 29. During 1959, there will 
be showings at the Walker Art Cen- 
ter in Minneapolis, the California Pal- 
ace of the Legion of Honor in San 
Francisco, the Los Angeles County 
Museum, The Museum of Fine Arts 
of Houston, Texas, and others, all 
under the auspices of the Royal Swed- 
ish Embassy and the Smithsonian In- 
stitution. 


As His Excellency Erik Boheman, 
Ambassador of Sweden, points out in 
his foreword to the catalogue, ‘“Con- 
temporary Swedish design is modern 
in every sense of the word, but it 
has its roots in a strong tradition. 
The essence of this tradition is per- 
haps an attitude toward the objects 
that form our daily environment: an 
awareness of them, a desire to take 
care of them and keep them beauti- 
ful.” He continues, “Extensive indus- 
trialization and traditional crafts exist 
side by side in Sweden in a manner 
that is entirely natural. This is par- 
ticularly apparent in the fie'd of tex- 
tiles. Handwoven fabrics of the finest 
quality are still being produced on 
looms all over the country. and at 
the same time the textile industrv is 
constantly developing new production 
methods, new raw materials, new 
aims.” 
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Sven Markelius, architect and de- 
signer, whose work is already well 
known in the United States, writes 
in his introduction to the catalogue, 
“In modern architecture it is essen- 
tial to plan, from the beginning, the 
choice of textiles that will help cre- 
ate the atmosphere of a building and 
complete its character.” 


Sculptures In Metal 


Animal forms in metal and draw- 
ings by Tom Hardy, nationally ac- 
claimed for his fresh approach to 
sculptural art, was on view at the 
M. H. de Young Memorial Museum 
May 24 through June 22. A resident 
of Berkeley since 1956, Hardy is cur- 
rently lecturer in Art at the Univer- 
sity of California and instructor in 
Metal Sculpture at the California 
School of Fine Arts. 


The artist uses a variety of tech- 
niques to transform steel, copper, 
brass, bronze, silver and other metals 
into structures showing “great analyt- 
ical pereeption and sensitive treat- 
ment of subject matter.” To achieve 
his effects he employs such tools as 
an oOxy-acetylene torch to cut sec- 
tions from sheet metal, a stee] weld- 
ing rod to seam the pieces into a 
unit, and hammers and hacksaws to 
shape skin textures, 


Tom Hardy was one of three Amer- 
icans represented in the first sculp- 
ture exhibition presented at the Mu- 
scum of Natural History in New 
York. And commenting on the exhi- 
bition last month, Stuart Preston of 
the New York Times wrote, “Of this 
trio, Tom Hardy’s work is the most 
daring, flinging mere naturalism to 
the four winds in his elever parodies 
of animal shapes. We register the 
speed off a school of fish by the light 
caught on the plunging metal shapes, 
or the lumberingness of the armadil- 
lo, loosely put together in sheets of 
metal that resemble dilapidated leath- 
er. These plays on appearance can- 
not fail to delight.” 


Hardy’s interest in metal as a 
sculptural medium developed after 
World War II. Born in Redmond, 
Oregon in 1921, he lived for part of 
his youth on a sheep ranch in central 
Oregon. He attended Oregon State 
College for two years and graduated 
from the University of Oregon in 
1942. (That same year he exhibited 
ceramics at the Oregon Ceramic Stu- 
dio in Portland. 


After three years in the army, Har- 
dy, returned to his Oregon farm to 
work in terra cotta. However, decid- 
ing that the semi-open planal compo- 
sitions which interested him could 
best be rendered in sheet metal he 
began to experiment in that medium. 
But at the same time he continued 
his art education returning to the 
University of Oregon where he ob- 
tained g Master of Fine Arts degree 
in seulpture in 1952, 


Hardy’s work has been exhibited 
at the Metropolitan Museum and the 
Whitney Museum of Art in New 
York, and the Museum of Modern Art 
in Sao Paulo, Brazil. And he has been 
given one-man shows at the Portland 
Art Museum, the Seattle Art Muse- 
um, the Stanford University, the Oak- 
land Art Museum, the University of 
California both in Berkeley and in Los 
Angeles, and his work is regularly 
exhibited in the Kraushaar Gallery in 
New York City. He is also recipient 
of many awards from museums and 
from the Society of American Graphic 
Artists. 


During the 1958-59 academic year 
Tom Hardy will be visiting Professor 
of Sculpture at Tulane University in 
New Orleans.

The Smithsonian Institution has 
been granted the old Patent Office 
building. It is to be remodeled as an 
art museum for the Smithsonian. The 
Civil Service Commission currently 
using the Patent Office building will 
remain there until they obtain a new 
building.

This spring the Newark Museum 
had on display a 4x6 model of a 
Japanese landscape. The Museum 
Garden had cherry trees in full bloom. 
The model shows cherry and plum 
trees, pines and cedars, streams and 
lakes. There is a rice field flooded 
for spring planting and a classical 
landscape garden. Buildings include 
a Buddhist Temple, pagoda, and coun- 
try residence of a wealthy man. In 
addition to the model are some wood- 
block prints by Hiroshige of late 18th 
and early 19th century. Objects for 
the model were made in Japan and 
assembled in this country. The exhi- 
bition was on view through part of 
June. 
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The Newark Museum also has a 
Satellite exhibition which continues 
through 1958. One wil] see models of 
the new Vanguard satellite and the 
rocket which launched it. There is 
also a % scale model of Project Van- 
guard’s fully instrumented satellite 
which has not yet been launched. A 
model shows also upper atmosphere 
of the earth and the phenomena that 
occur there, scale models of satellites 
launched and display material ex- 
plaining how satellites are tracked.

Prize-winning dolls in the Doll Com- 
petition, London, 1893-1894.

In all probability there were no doll 
clubs for grown-ups in 1894, but this 
does not mean that dolls were not 
very much in mind by parents and 
guardians of small fry. Doll-play per- 
haps meant more to the children of 
yesteryear, since they had no televi- 
sion or radio to take its place. 

In October, 1893, the editor of The 
Girls Own Paper published this no- 
tice under the heading Our DOLL 
COMPETITION. 

“Competition for dressed dolls of 
four classes, i.e., Historical, National, 
Rag Dolls, and Dolls in Present-Day 
Fashions. 

“In all cases the clothes must be 
made to come off and on, except 
where, from the nature of the cos- 
tume chosen (historical or national), 
it would be impossible to manage it. 
Such dolls will then be judged in a 
class of their own and on their own 
peculiar merits—of truthfulness, good 
taste, and neatness in work. 

“Class IV. — Present-day fashions 
should, in all cases, be made with 
clothes to come off. Under-clothes 
should be well cut and well made, and 
an effort made to show the method 
of making the dresses of the day: 
this competition being especially in- 
tended to show how much our girls 
know of dress-making, and how they 
would make their own gowns and un- 
der-clothing. In judging this class, 
methods, patterns, and ideas will all 
be taken into consideration, as well 
as good work. 

“In the class of ‘rag dolls,’ three 
classes will be admitted, i.e., the old- 
fashioned rag doll, as made up alto- 
gether at home; the new-fashioned 
one, made of the flat models as now 
sold in most shops; and those with the 
head and shoulders of wax or com- 
position, the bodies only being of home 
manufacture. Rag dolls to be dressed 
as children of all ages, only not as 
grown people. The clothes should in- 
variably be made to take on and off. 

“Prizes of five guineas, three gui- 
neas,and one guinea will be awarded 
to the most successful competitors. 

“Each doll to have attached to it 
a label bearing the name of the com- 
petitor, age (not for publication), 
and address; also a certificate from 
a parent, minister, or teacher, assur- 
ing us that the work is the competi- 
tor’s own. 

“The last day for receiving the 
dolls is St. Valentine’s Day (Febru- 
ary 14), 1894. 

“After examination, the dolls will 
be presented, in the name of the work- 
ers, to the children of hospitals, poor 
children’s societies, and workhouses. 
In no case will a doll be returned to 
a competitor, whether or not postage 
be sent for the purpose.” 

In a later issue of The Girl’s Own 
Paper the results of the doll compe- 


tition were duly set forth, with illus- 
trations of prize-winning dolls and 
“The Editorial Table.” We quote: 

“This competition was distinguished 
by great excellence of workmanship 
in every class. No doll was sent in 
carelessly dressed; all the girls had 
taken extreme pains, and much in- 
genuity had been shown in bringing 
the clothes up to date, by the making 
of ‘combinations,’ and ‘Jaeger under- 
clothing,’ as well as flannelette—flan- 
nel—‘elastic woven’ material, and silk. 
One of the faults to be found was, 
that some of the under-clothing was 
soiled, which had evidently happened 
in the making, as if they had lain 
about, and been too long in hand; 
but even to this the judges have been 
merciful, remembering the multitude 
of lessons laid on the shoulders of our 
present-day maidens. 

“There could be no mistake about 
the prize doll. She is a young lady 
of about four summers, dressed in a 
white cashmere pelisse, trimmed bea- 
ver bonnet, Dutch hood, her under- 
dress of white nun’s veiling, with a 
pink silk gathered yoke and sleeves; 
the under-clothing knitted to shape; 
combinations with pattern, the nar- 
rowing at knee, waist and legs beauti- 
fully done; so much knowledge shown. 
The pelisse was lined. The effort gen- 
erally made to make combination un- 
der- garments was very satisfactory. 
The hats and their trimmings were 
remarkable for their style, and good 
needlework. The shape of the skirts, 
where gowns were attempted, leaves 
nothing yet to be desired, especially 
where the ‘bell skirt’ has been as- 
pired to. The capes and pelisses on 
some of the dolls were admirably cut 
and shaped and the lining sets smooth- 
ly, and without a wrinkle. The bo- 
dices are wonderfully well-fitting when 
one considers the dreadful dolls’ fig- 
ures that they are destined to fit! and 
they do fit wonderfully well. 

“The second prize was given to a 
very dusky young lady, with an en- 
tire outfit of the more recent fashion 
for out-of-door use, the patterns of 
which, as well as the under-clothing, 
are of the worker’s own cutting. The 
bodice of the velvet out-of-door dress, 
was remarkable for its cut and fit. 
The colour was a grey-green,and it 
was trimmed with a bordering of grey 
and green fluffy galon. The stockings 
are knitted, and the shoes home-made. 
This girl is also an invalid. 

“The third prize has been given to 
a Japanese young lady in a frock of 
pink and green satin, with gold em- 
broidery. The needlework of this and 
of the fourth prize was exquisite; in- 
deed, so good was the exhibit of baby- 
dolls, that our editor added an extra 
prize of one guinea for the skill and 
care shown in the dresses. The same 
was the case with the rag-dolls, they

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were wonderfully good, and as tests 
of skill and taste were excellent. 

“In this class of dolls there are 
three remarkable specimens. A Kaffir 
girl from Durban, Natal, is really a 
doll to be remembered; the wig is a 
kind of browny hue to represent the 
colour of the Kaffir girl’s hair, when 
it has been coloured with oil and red 
earth; for it appears they have an 
ambition to resemble white people, at 
least in the colour of their hair. Two 
Kaffir necklaces adorn her neck, one 
made of a succession of white beans 
in threes, divided by chains of tiny 
beads of red and black. The other is 
a round necklace of small beads 
worked round in an intricate open- 
work pattern. Both of these are the 
work of the Kaffir girls themselves, 
who also make bead bands and chains, 

“One of the other rag dolls is re- 
markable for her very artistically em- 
broidered face, which #8 so well done 
as to have quite a human likeness. 
This doll is the work of one who, as 
her pastor certifies, has been for many 
years bedridden and a great sufferer. 

“In both classes of specially com- 
mended and honourable mention there 
are some beautiful dolls which de- 
serve mention had we space, and 
amongst those that obtained no prize 
nor mention were some dressed with 
great taste. We had only one bride 
come to our competition, four nurses, 
a charming gentleman of the reign of 
George III, and a beautiful rncroy- 
able damsel of the year 1708, hail- 
ing from Paris, and dressed in blend- 
ed hues of yellow and pink, even to 
her stockings. The patches and pow- 
der period is also represented, and 
the millinery of our competition leaves 
nothing to be desired. 

“There was some ruin among the 
dolls through careless packing, but 
the examining ladies constituted them- 
selves into a repairing committee, and 
provided with glue-pot and needle and 
thread, replaced hats and shoes, and 
mended legs and arms very success- 
fully. The fastening on of the labels 
must be commended, and no trouble 
was found in the certificate of each 
competitor. 

“One young lady arrived headless, 


and another was cruelly murdered on 
the road, her poor head being com- 
pletely severed from the body.” 

The article concludes with a list of 
prize-winners, the hospitals and or- 
phanage where the dolls were going, 
and a copy of the card of thanks to 
be filled in and signed by the recipi- 
ents. “In this way each donor and 
worker knows exactly where her lit- 
tle doll is carrying on its mission of 
love and light.” 

As we look at the illustrations of 
dolls dressed by these children, sixty- 
five years ago, it seems like a miracle. 
The writer has had experience with 
thousands of present-day children in 
the puppet department of a large 
summer camp, where costuming is 
in order, Not one in a hundred can 
sew a straight seam!

On May 16, Mrs. Homer Strong’s 
doll house collection was formally 
opened to the public in Rochester, N. 
Y. This has been described as “the 
largest collection of its kind in the 
United States.” About 100 doll houses 
were on view at the initial showing 
in Mrs. Strong’s home. The Roches- 
ter Historical Society sponsored the 
exhibit and had hostesses in atten- 
dance to point out the more interest- 
ing items and tell about them. The 
100 doll houses exhibited represent 
only about one-third of the collection. 

Visitors to the showing have been

intrigued with the exhibits. . . . Out- 
standing interest has been shown in 
the old school house with about 25 pu- 
pils in attendance. It is completely 
furnished with accessories of the pe- 
riod. There is a drug store filled with 
tiny canisters, bottles and perfumes. 
There are several miniature replicas 
of New England churches. The log 
stockade fort with Indians and sol- 
diers brings back a part of our his- 
tory, too. Then there is a New Eng- 
land grocery store, completely stocked 
with food and other necessities in 
miniature. 

The lower floor of Mrs, Strong’s 
mansion houses a tiny village, com- 
plete with hat shop, sawmill, minia- 
ture mansions, and homes of the 
humbler variety, and all completely 
furnished. The inhabitants are pic- 
tured in their various workaday po- 
ses, such as cooking, shopping’, or sim- 
ply at ease in their parlors. 

The well-lighted 19th centuy butch- 
er shop is especially outstanding. It 
is a detailed replica of the one pre- 
sented to the Victoria and Albert Mu- 
seum in England by Queen Mary. 
Highly anatomical realistically paint- 
ed cuts of meat hanging from hooks 
in the back of the shop include almost 
every animal and fowl known, with 
two butchers with knives standing 
ready to serve customers.

A 20” model of the famous Con- 
cord (Conn.) “coach” under glass 
(seen today in the TV “Wells Fargo” 
program in actual use; a superb little 
example of an 1870 fire engine, pop- 
ularized by the famous series of fire 
scenes by Currier & Ives; an especial- 
ly fine Dutch house of 8 rooms, with 
winding central staircase, parquet 
floors and walnut paneled walls, com- 
pletely filled with Dutch furnishings, 
including Delft and copper utensils— 
all are there. 

Mrs. Strong’s three visits to Japan 
at a very early age stimulated her in- 
terest in foreign dolls. Her collection 
contains Japanese royal court dolls, 
the Emperor and Empress, lavishly 
dressed, many little geisha girls, and 
rickshaw bearers. 

A lavish display of the famous 
French fashion dolls, known as Ju- 
meaus, are shown in their elaborate 
costumes of the Gay ’70’s, ’80’s and

and create the fashions of the day. 
They are especially lady-like in their 
expression, and their real blonde, bru- 
nette or red hair wigs are fashioned 
in the latest modes of the day, with

An outstanding exhibit is an Euro- 
nean “leather” doll about 30” tall, 
certainly not beautiful in her full 
ckirt of leather, hands, face and feet, 
but very rare. There are early Amer- 
jean wooden dolls, with their baby 
carriages or velocipedes. Papier ma- 
che dolls with their curious head- 
dyesses and hair-dos, from 1%” up 
to 30”; wooden head dolls of the 
Queen Victoria, “play dolls” with tiny 
combs in their hair and painted rose- 
bud mouths, appropriately dressed in 
the high, small waisted fashion of 
the early 1830’s. 

It would take a volume to illustrate 
and describe this remarkable collec- 
tion which was displayed publicly for 
the first time throughout May. Other 
showings will be made by Rochester 
charitable groups for local residents 
and out-of-state travelers. Or perhaps 
it will be shown “by appointment” 
later to those folks who hear about 
it and come later to see it. Several 
doll books speak of collections of “sev- 
eral dolls houses” but this is un- 
questionably the largest collection in 
the world. It will grow in world-wide 
prominence now that the doll collec- 
tors clubs and doll lovers of America 
know that the gracious owner is shar- 
ing it with the world.

For Button and Doll Collectors, I 
am showing a “Punch” Doll button, 
which is owned by Mrs. Gertrude Pat- 
terson.* It is flat, one-piece brass, 
bronze-finished, with raised design, 
ce. 1890. “Punch” is the villainous 
hump-backed “hero” of the famous 
Punch and Judy Puppet Shows, which 
are said to have originated in Italy, 
about 1600. (“Punch” is short for 
“Punchinello”). The shows were pop- 
ular in England for many years, and 
Punch dolls and puppets were made 
for children to play with, Despite his 
far from amiable role and disposi- 
tion, Punch has plainly endeared him- 
self to his owner, in this particular 
ease! Note the three large buttons 
on his costume.

In “Cotillion,” one of Georgette 
Heyer’s delightful Regency tales,** 
there is mention of the large mother- 
of-pearl buttons which were worn in 
double rows on the multi-caped driv- 
ing-coats of the period. They must 
have been extremely effective, and 
show that as late as 1820, it was men 
who were wearing the eye-catching 
buttons—not women. It seems to me— 
I may be wrong!—that the males of 
the human species were much more col- 
orful in appearance then, than they are 
now! They gave their women folk 
serious competition in the matter of 
raiment: nowadays, women have it 
al] their own way!

More news about “Phoenix But- 
tons” comes from Mrs. C. E. Bugher, 
of Lafayette, Ind.;: in the Museum at 
Lafayette is a uniform coat, of the 
1810-1820 period, which is trimmed 
with thirty-three Phoenix buttons; 
(there were thirty-four originally— 
one is missing). The coat is navy 
blue, adorned with gold braid; it has 
a four-inch standing collar, cutaway 
front and split “tail” back. Both 
front and back are generously be-but- 
toned, as are the sleeves. The but- 
tons are bal] type, apparently silver 
plated, and in addition to the Phoenix, 
they bear the device “No. 1”. The 
backs are marked “Bushey - London.” 

When the coat was given to the 
Museum, there was a notation to the 
effect that it was “believed to have 
been worn at the battle of Tippeca- 
noe.” This seems unlikely, unless some 
French (or Haitian?) officer or sol- 
dier were present at that battle. I 
doubt, if any U.S. uniform was ever 
equipped with Phoenix buttons; but 
in 1811, military rules were less strict 
than they are now, and it might have 
been possible for a foreign uniform 
coat to have somehow found its way 
into the battle, on an American or on 
an Indian! However, this seems im- 
probable. 

A smaller button, at the bottom of 
the cuff, instead of bearing the Phoe- 
nix device, has a raised center with 
a wreath around it, and no back- 
mark. 

This discovery raises some interest- 
ing questions, for it is now evident 


that, whatever their origin and final 
fate, some of the Phoenix buttons 
were actually used on some uniforms 
of the Napoleonic period. They were 
not all thrown away or traded to 


the Indians. 
* * 


At Christmas time, I saw some 
very attractive buttons on men’s (im- 
ported?) sweaters. They were about 
three quarters of an inch across, 
slightly convex, silvered with designs 
in low relief. One design featured 
a deer against a background of trees; 
the other showed a Viking ship. There 
were, I think, six buttons on each 
sweater, but since the sweaters cost 
between twelve and fifteen dollars 
each, it would hardly pay to buy 
them for the sake of the buttons— 
or would it? (P.S. The sweater I fi- 
nally bought had leather buttons!)

My article in HOBBIES (for De- 
cember, 1957) about the prehistoric 
Beaker Folk and their buttons brought 
a letter from Mr. Allen Brown, the 
Indian specialist. Mr. Brown enclosed 
drawings, here reproduced, of some 
early (South) American Indian but- 
tons, or ornaments. These objects, 
which were worn by members of the 
Tiorona Cult in northern Colombia 
(1400 A.D.), are known as “decora- 
tors,” and were not used as buttons, 
in the sense we use them. But they 
certainly look like buttons, and are 
accordingly of interest to Button Col- 
lectors.

came a state. Prior to the War, the 
road building had been extremely slow, 
but after the conflict, construction 
went at a rapid pace and the first 
section soon was completed as far as 
Wheeling on the Ohio. 

This was the impetus for another 
great pioneer movement westward. 
There was a continuous stream of 
vehicles and settlers traveling over 
the new route. While using it to reach 
Illinois in 1817, an English emigrant 
wrote, “The old America seems to be 
breaking up and moving westward.” 

The traffic was picturesque and col- 
orful. Freight of one and two tons 
was hauled in huge Conestoga wa- 
gons painted blue underneath and red 
above. Oblong and curved upward at 
each end, like a boat, those wagons 
had high canvas cover-all tops that 
billowed like sails in the wind. They 
were drawn by four or six horses in 
massive harness mounted with silver 
bells. 

Rival stagecoach lines, competing 

for passenger business, painted their 
vehicles in gaudy, bright colors. How- 
ever, Many emigrants journeyed in 
their own vehicles, which varied ac- 
cording to their finances. The typical 
emigrant conveyance was a canvas 
covered wagon inside of which was 
packed furniture, tools, implements, 
food supplies, poultry and children. 
The wagon provided shelter at night 
and meals were cooked at the road 
side near a stream or river. Emi- 
grants who couldn’t afford horses or 
mules, dragged their own drab carts: 
and others walked with all their pos- 
sessions in packs over their shoul- 
ders. 
_ Even in those pioneer days, traffic 
jams were not uncommon. Occasional- 
ly, the west bound travelers had to 
leave the road and camp when meet- 
ing huge droves of eastern bound ecat- 
tle and hogs. 

When the Cumberland Road had 
been completed as far as Vandalia, 
then the capitol of Illinois. people 
lost interest in it because of the pro- 
posed new vehicular mode of travel- 
ing, the railroad. Accordingly, Con- 
gress gave un plans to continue build- 
ing to the Mississippi, and preserted 
the road to the states through which 
it passed. Thev financed its upkeep 
bv charging tolls. Gradually, traffic 
slowed down as the “iron horse” in- 
vaded the West making travel more 
rapid and comfortable and the Road 
was abandoned. 

But today, parts of it and founda- 
tions of its stalwart bridges survive 
in some sections like silent sentinels 
pointing to the road chain man forged 
in his conquest of space.

The Elegancies 
of the 
Fabulous Fifties 


By BISSELL BROOKE 


There are several old saws about 
jumping to conclusions, like never 
judge a book by its bindings, or a 
lady by the sack she wears. And, to 
these might be added one about never 
interpret literally a collector’s expla- 
nation unless acquainted with the sub- 
ject’s own peculiar jargon. 


For, almost every branch of collec- 
tanea has its own characteristic phra- 
seology or “lingo.”’ And jewelry is no 
exception. Recently, in an interview, 
a hobbyist said she collected jewelry 
—‘“The Elegancies of the Fabulous 
Fifties.” 


This seemed mirror clear, as having 
been raised on a great-grandmother’s 
ecstatic recollections of America’s 
“first glorious golden age,” this re- 
porter immediately visualized the col- 
lector, like an Arabian Night’s prin- 
cess, accumulating diamonds by the 
bushel, pearls by the peck along with 
sackfuls of rubies and emeralds. 


Nice collecting if one could afford 
it, but could she? So far, collectors 
haven’t reported finding diamonds at 
a dime a dozen. 


Consequently, the collector was 
asked if her hobby didn’t tug a bit 
at her budget? Obviously startled, the 
lady laughed and replied, “No, that’s 
the very reason I selected Elegancies, 
almost any onecan afford them. That 
is they seem just right for the aver- 
age person and the one who wants a 
subject with a colorful background. 
Elegancies made news, they’re a part 
of American history!” 


The collector—her name was Janet 
—suggested the best way to under- 
stand her collection was to see it. 
The next afternoon was a_ breath- 
taking, impressive experience as Jan- 
et showed not one, but two collections. 
The first consisted of handsome, 
unique stickpins, mostly set with 
semi-precious stones but several twin- 
kled with diamond chips. 


This collection began when Janet 
inherited her great-uncle’s “cravat- 
pin,” a huge glistening pear] clutched 
in an eagle’s claw of gold. According 
to family tradition it symbolized his 
first big success as a railroad engi- 
neer in the Fifties. But, to Janet it 
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was the talisman of her second col- 
lection, the Elegancies, whose splen- 
dor is enough to make any Arabian 
Night’s princess envious. 

Janet’s husband, Hal, was buying 
her another stickpin at the little an- 
tigue shop near his office when he no- 
ticed a pair of amethyst and pearl 
earrings set in gold with a matching 
brooch; they were magnificent with 
wrought gold leaves and chasing. 
Happily surprised at the reasonable 
price, Hal bought them, and so Jan- 
et’s collection of Elegancies was born. 

The price was reasonable because 
the gold was plated, not solid, and 
which began to be widely used over 
a century ago for the Elegancies that 
are considered the ancestors of to- 
dey’s costume jewelry. However, ster- 
ling silver and “white silver,” a metal 
resembling silver, were also used, but 
gold predominated. Janet explained 
this type of jewelry got its name from 
being so elaborate and elegant, and 
applies to the jewelry worn by men 
and women of the Fifties for per- 
sonal adornment, It also includes va- 
riations and modifications as_ evi- 
deneed by later styles and designs 
during the next fifty years. 

Set with semi-precious stone or 
pearls and imitations of precious 
gems, the Elegancies consist of mas- 
sive swinging pendant earrings, or- 
nate chains with enormous pendants, 
large brooches—with or without dan- 
gling pendants—and various brace- 
lets, either of the stiff, wide handcuff 
type or narrow flexible mesh coils 
that twirled around the wrist. Besides 
a galaxy of finger rings, there were 
also novelties peculiar to fashion 
stvles that served as handmaids in 
achieving new effects; these are de- 
scribed later on. Jewelry made of hu- 
man hair—your own or some one 
else’s—also became a fashjon fad of 
the Fifties; this was discussed in 
HOBBIES, March 1958.

“the glorious history of that record 
of high duty superbly done by you in 
your young manhood.” 

So they came from the South thou- 
sands strong, and the periodicals of 
the day ring with the moving and hu- 
man interest stories of their meet- 
ings with the enemies of yesterday. 
Just a few samples—Two old vet- 
erans brought a hatchet and solemnlv 
buried it where they had stood oppo- 
site each other half a century before. 
Two who had vowed to keep track 
of each other when they had traded 
50 years ago across the close-lying 
lines (the “reb” giving scarce tobac- 
co in exchange for much needed food 
from the Union soldier) meeting now 
on the same spot and this time burst- 
ing into tears as they embraced. And 
most dramatic of all the reenactment 
of Pickett’s charge by the survivors. 
Now they were feeble old men, scarce- 
ly able to climb Cemetery Hill; but 
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this time they were received at the 
Stone Wall and Bloody Angle by the 
survivors of the forces that equally 
brave had stood and waited for death 
on the crest of the hill;—received this 
time with cheers and arms breeched. 

And then there was the meeting in 
the Great Tent on the first day. The 
emotion of the audience was almost 
tangible as the commanders of the 
two veterans organization rose to 
speak. G.A.R. commander called for 
three cheers for the host, the State 
of Pennsylvania, which had made the 
Reunion possible. The southern vet- 
erans joined in with a will. 

But when the Confederate comman- 
der rose to speak and said, “I give 
you the rebel yell,” the tent really 
resounded with the yell that rose from 
every southern throat. 

This was the “high water mark” of 
emotion and excitement, but the fol- 
lowing days brought many an elo- 
quent speech in the Great Tent and 
many a tearful reunion by the camp 
fires in the evening. And on the third 
night thousands more gathered from 
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the countryside to see the great dis- 
play of fireworks and the tons of col- 
ored fire burning and blazing on every 


rocky prominence. On the fourth 
President Wilson arrived and made a 
brief speech. 


Now it is July 5th and every train 
goes out crowded with homeward 
bound veterans. Many know they will 
never see their comrades again. The 
City of 7000 tents folds up and dis- 
appears like a mirage, and the graves 
of the fallen lie silent and alone 
again in the summer sun. But Gettys- 
burg is not famous alone for its Bat- 
tle. It is the setting for one of the 
great speeches of all time. And per- 
haps after all have departed, one 
could, if he listened, have heard an 
echo across the fields—‘The world 
will little note nor long remember 
what we say here.” That prophecy 
proved wrong, the world has remem- 
bered. And it will also remember for 
a long time the Great Reunion, a re- 
conciliation which has no parallel in 
history, and which coula not have 
happened anywhere but in America.

The Art of Enamel in Japan 


cloisonne on porcelain 


Artin Japan began asa craft. With 
the arrival of the early artisans, the 
ancient manner of life was modified. 
New crafts were introduced, prepar- 
ing the way for continental culture. 
The art of enamels was introduced 
much later. 

The development of cloisonné enam- 
el-work in Japan dates back to the 
fifth or sixth century. The Shosoin 
collection, in Nara, contains a mirror 
with the back decorated in cloisonne. 
This is the oldest and surely one of 
the most beautiful extant examples 
of cloisonné in Japan. It was imported 
from China in the days of the T’ang 
dynasty (618-906). 

Cloisonné or cell enamels were made 
in Japan as early as the beginning of 
the eighth century. An imperial or- 
dinance issued at that time contained 
a regulation concerning a_ govern- 
mental office which was in charge of 
cloisonné work. However, the cloi- 
sonné art of that time had only a 
short existence. This type of enamel- 
ing remained a lost art until about 
the end of the sixteenth century. It 
was then revived with the introduc- 
tion of the Chinese and Korean tech- 
niques. Déjin Hirata (1596-1646) rep- 
resented the best cloisonné artists of 
this period. He studied the art in 
Korea in the early seventeenth centu- 
ry, and after his return was commis- 
sioned by the Tokugawa shogunate 
government to make enamels, which 
were used chiefly to decorate sword 
guards. Cloisonné was used at the 
time also on the metal-work of ar- 
chitectural ornaments such as door 
handles and nail-head covers. There 
remain some examples of the door 
handles from this period in the Kat- 
sura Detached Palace in Kydto. 

This medium of enameling received 
an impetus near the end of the Edo 
(Tokugawa) period (1615-1867). The 
sudden increase in activity was first 
brought about by Tsunekichi Kaji 
(1803-1883) in Nagoya. After making 
a study of Dutch cloisonné he invented 
an original method of “wired cloi- 
sonné.” During the Edo period cul-

ture spread more extensively than be- 
fore. The intelligent, rational treat- 
ment of the designs applied in crafts 
indicated a continuation and refine- 
ment of the Momoyama influence, 
from the late sixteenth century to the 
early seventeenth century, when re- 
markable progress in handicraft was 
established. Art freed itself from the 
sway of religion and became a means 
of dignifying and enriching the lives 
of the people. The ambitious spirit 
of the time filled the arts with a 
fresh vigor to break through conven- 
tions, and the tendency was distinct- 
ly evident in the freshness and ele- 
gance of the crafts. Another impor- 
tant factor distinguishing this period 
was the contact with European cul- 
ture. Under this influence Japanese 
crafts developed new techniques and 
designs. 

Edo (Tokyo), Kyoto and Nagoya, 
important cultural centers in the Hon- 
shu Prefecture, competed actively in 
creating different types of cloisonné, 
and each city produced work with its 
own distinct characteristics. Speci- 
mens of these different types of cloi- 
sonné enamel-work were exhibited at 
the World Fair in Paris in 1870, 
where they attracted the attention of 
the Europeans because of their elab- 
orate and colorful designs. Thereafter 
these enamels were exported abroad 
in increasing quantities. 

Just as the glass art is closely as- 
sociated with ceramics, cloisonné is 
closely connected with glass. Glazes 
and glass are approximately the same 
composition. The invention of glass is 
said to be credited to the glaze on 
pottery in ancient Egypt. The basis 
of all enamels is an easily fusible col- 
orless silicate or glass, to which the 
desired color and the desired degree 
of opaqueness are imparted by means 
of metallic oxides. These enamels are 
applied to a surface—usually metal— 
according to various methods. 

When applying cloisonné to porce- 
lain, a narrow ribbon or wire of gold, 
silver or copper is fastened to the 
porcelain foundation, following every 


intricacy of the outline. The cells or 
cloisons map the surface to be dec- 
orated into a trellis-work of metal and 
are filled with the moistened enamel 


colors, which have been ground to a | 
fine powder. The object is then fired | 
at a high temperature in order to || 


fuse the enamel to the porcelain. This 
process must be repeated several 





times because of the shrinkage of the | 


enamels. The surface has next to be 
patiently polished with pumice stone 
and thoroughly cleaned with charcoal. 
Finally, if copper has been used for 
the partitions, gilt is applied to the 
free edge of the bands which extend 
over the entire field like a network 
of threads defining the details of the 
decoration in colored enamels.

This method of enameling was more 
commonly applied to objects of cop- 
per and other metals. Heavever, copper 
was considered a far less noble me- 
dium for the art of the craftsman 
than porcelain. The copper body gives 
out a metallic ring when struck rath- 
er than the clear musical note which 
distinguishes porcelain. Copper sur- 
faces are rarely flawless and the col- 
ors, brilliant as they may be, are less 
subtle, 

The elegant effects created with 
cloisonné appealed especially not on- 
ly to the Edo taste in Japan but also to 
the Ming discrimination in China 
(1368-1644). Enameling was consid- 
ered by enthusiastic admirers to be 
the master art craft of the world. 

Our cloisonné-on-porcelain vase in 
the photograph represents an out- 
standing type of enameled porcelain, 
made in the Nagoya “Section of the 
Honshu Prefecture, during the sec- 
ond half of the Edo period. This par- 
ticular piece was made by Takeuchi 
Chubei, an artist who possessed a 
marvelous technical skill and enjoyed 
an immense reputation. The vase pat- 
terns exemplify a more purely Jap- 
anese taste and decorative character 
of the designs reveals a marked influ- 
ence of contemporary woven textile 
patterns, 

The rich results obtainable with 
cloisonné on porcelain are demonstra- 





ted in this specimen by the excellence 
of the detailed outline formed by the 
partitions of fine ribbon-like bands of 
gold. Covering the complete body of 
the vase, delicate diaper designs on a 
“powder” blue or bleu fowetté ground 
are interrupted by figurative fan- 
shape panels in varying shades of 
blue-green and yellow-green, giving 
an effect of variational blues and 
greens, with delicate details in other 
colors which bring interest to the 
unit. These panels contain motifs of 
“autumn grasses,” symbols, branches 
of bamboo, berries and blossoms—in 
natural effect. Love of nature is mani- 
fest not only in the designs used in 
crafts; it is also one of the important 
factors that characterize Japanese art 
in general. The tiny flecks on the 
ground of the panels are cuboid par- 
ticles of gold which were applied to 
the foundation at the same time the 
bands of gold were attached. Elab- 
orate “snail-shell” cloisons, broken by 
an occasional flower, form the pleas- 
ing pattern for the gray-white enam- 
el ground of the neck of the vase. 
Two panels in blue-green on the neck 
are enriched with minute cubes and 
circles of gold, with inlays of buff 
enamel filling the circles. Young 
chickens in a color of ‘“dead-leaf” 
brown are vignetted against the blue- 
green ground, which makes them seem 
to float—and adds a note of gayety. 
The soft velvet-like texture of the 
enameled surface creates a_ subtle 
beauty, emphasizing the artistic bril- 
liance of the gold cloisons against the 
colors: deep turquoise blue, gorgeous 
greens; copper red of maroon tint to 
varied “peach-bloom” shades, pale 
coral in combination with gold and 
tawny tones. The pleasing contrast of 
the glazed porcelain foot, handles and 
lip of the vase with the dull enam- 
eled surface of the body and neck 
adds artistic charm. Typical of the 
fine quality porcelain of the Edo pe- 
riod, the lip of the vase is encircled 
by a band of clear deep blue fret- 
work on white reserve. The inner lip 
is enriched by a heavy band and an 
elaborate tendrilous garland of leaves 
and fruit in gold. Blue handles are

accentuated with cloud-scrolls of gold, 
while the blue and white pattern of 
the heavily spreading foot is divided 
by a convex band of gold phoenixes 
mingled with symbols of longevity 
and happiness. 

Underneath there is an inscription 
of the artist’s name, Takeuchi Chu- 
bei, indicating for whom the vase was 
made. 

Some years later, Takeuchi Seiho, 
a painter, believed to be a relative 
of Takeuchi Chubei, was one of the 
most successful and celebrated ar- 
tists of his time. Again and again in 
the art history of Japan famous 
names arise from among the crafts- 
men of the minor arts. A comparison 
with the scholar-painters of China 
provides a contrast which goes far to 
explain some of the basic differences 
between the arts of the two people.

The Grandfather Clock 


By SILVIO A. BEDINI 


One of the most generally accepted 
evidences of established respectability 
is the grandfather clock which forms 
such an important nucleus in the fur- 
nishings of many old homes. The 
name “grandfather clock” lends the 
timepiece—be it antique or modern— 
an aura of age, a link with the gen- 
erations past, a haze of the mists of 
Time as well as a feeling of security 
in the present, Yet, as a matter of 
fact, the name “grandfather clock” 
is of relatively recent vintage which 
has been applied to tall-case clocks 
only within the course of the past cen- 
tury. 

The timepieces which bear the 
name are more accurately described 
as “tall-case” or “long-case” clocks, 
which were developed as a new form 
in about 1670, probably in England. 
Prior to this date the usual forms 
of timepieces were the lantern clocks 
and the less frequent table clocks. The 
lantern clock generally resembled a 
lantern in shape and size and was 
placed on a wall bracket, sometimes 
with a hood of wood to protect it. 
The weights hung openly. It was a 
natural development that the weights 
be enclosed in a wooden continuation 
of the hood and bracket to form a 
unified piece of furniture, which pro- 
vided greater protection for the clock 
and a more attractive appearance. 

The earliest forms of the grand- 
father clock retained the lantern type 
of clock movement of thirty hours du- 
ration which was wound once a day 
by pulling up the weights manually. 
This was later improved by pulling 
up the weights by means of a crank 
or key through winding holes in the 
dial. The earlier cases were tall and 
narrow made of pine or walnut. 

With the improvement of the clock 
mechanism, a long pendulum measur- 
ing three and a half feet in length 
and having a much wider swing came 
into use. This required a wider case 
and the long-case or tall-case clock 
assumed the form and proportions it 
has at the present time. Other woods 
were used including cherry and oak 
but walnut remained the favorite un- 
til mahogany came into popular use 
at the beginning of the 18th century. 

The earliest tall-case clocks in the 
United States were brought here by 
families emigrating from England 
late in the 17th century or during 
the first few decades of the 18th cen- 
tury. Many of them were owned by 


Quakers who settled in Pennsylvania. 
It was not until the second half 
of the 19th century that the name 
“grandfather clock” was applied to 
this important piece of furniture 
which was one of the main features 
of a home’s furnishings. Interestingly 
enough, the new name was first ap- 
plied in England, but it was derived 
from a popular American song! 

In 1875 Henry Clay Work, the writ- 
er of popular songs, was being pressed 
by his publisher for new material. 
Work had begun his career producing 
music and lyrics for Christy’s Min- 
strels in New York. With the advent 
of the Civil War, he produced sev- 
eral war songs which were especially 
popular with the ranks of both the 
Blue and the Grey. Some of them are 
well known to this day, such as 
“Brave Boys Are They” and “Rally 
Round the Flag.” Probably his most 
important and best known song was 
“Marching Through Georgia” which 
first appeared in 1865 and became the 
great song of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. It has been termed ‘“‘the 
chief musical legacy of the Civil 
War.” With the end of the war, Work 
spent several years in travel. He ven- 
tured into several business enterprises 
which resulted in great financial loss 
to himself, and a number of personal 
sorrows befell him at the same time. 

Finally in 1875, he returned to Chi- 
cago and applied himself to writing 
music once more, broken and de- 
pressed in mind, body and purse. 
However, the popularity of his music 
continued and his publisher pressed 
him, again and again, for new songs. 
Unable to meet the pressure, Work 
turned to some of his unfinished piec- 
es and among them he found “My 
Grandfather Clock” which “he had 
written severa] years before. He had 
laid it aside at the time because he 
was not satisfied with it, but he final- 
ly decided to turn it over to his pub- 
lisher. 

The song was published in 1875 
and it achieved immediate popularity. 
Over 800,000 copies were sold in the 
United States and Work realized a 
total of $4000 for this song alone. 
Within a short period it was pirated 
in England, where it enjoyed even 
greater popularity, but Work did not 
benefit in any way from the British 
sales. 

The song became a household fa- 
vorite and the term “grandfather

clock” inevitably was applied to the 
long-case or tall-case clock in Eng- 
land. In a very short time the new 
erm came into established common 
usage and it filtered back into the 
United States as a term of reference. 
The general acceptance of the term 
was gradual but persistent and in a 
relatively brief period it supplanted 
the use of the names “tall-case” and 
“long-case” in describing the stand- 
ing clock. 

The words of the old favorite are 
well known to all: 


My grandfather’s clock 

was too large for the shelf, 
So it stood ninety years on the floor; 
it was taller by half 

than the old man himself 
Though it weighed 

not a pennyweight more. 
it was born on the morn 

of the day he was born 
And was always 

his treasure and pride, 
But it stopped short, 

never to go again, 
When the old man died. 


In watching the pendulum 
swing to and fro 
Many hours had he spent while a boy, 
And in childhood and manhood 
the clock seemed to know 
And to share both 
his grief and his joy; 
For it struck twenty-four 
when he entered the door 
With a blooming and beautiful bride, 
But it stopped short, 
never to go again, 
When the old man died.

Collector Presents Major 
Works To Wadsworth 


Atheneum 


A 34-inch gilded bronze by Ger- 
maine Richier, one of the world’s 
foremost women sculptors, has been 
presented to the Wadsworth Athen- 
eum, Hartford, Conn. 

The donor is Mrs. Frederick W. 
Hilles of New Haven, a long-time 
patron of the museum. Mrs. Hilles 
is one of the leading collectors of 
modern sculpture on the east coast. 

Entitled “L’Homme Chauve-Souris” 
(“The Batman”), the bronze has been 
placed on exhibit in the Morgan 
Memorial near the Main Street en- 
trance. 

In announcing acquisition of the 
sculpture, Charles C. Cunningham, 
director of the museum, said, “With 
this Richier gilt bronze, the Wads- 
worth Atheneum has added to its 
collection a major work by one of 
the leading sculptors of the world. 

“The piece has a kind of haunting 
terror, symbolic of the imperman- 
ency of man in this atomic age. It

The bronze, which Mme. Richier 
worked on between 1946 and 1956, 
represents a figure, half man and 
half bat, soaring into space. The 
brilliance of its casting, according to 


Mr. Cunningham, makes it particu. 


larly noteworthy. To achieve the 
texture of skin and veins, Mme. 
Richier pressed leaves against the 
metal while making the mold. So 
difficult was the casting that only 
the single sculpture was made. 


The bronze was exhibited in Mme. 
Richier’s one-man shows at the Mu- 
see de ]’Art Moderne in Paris and 
at the Martha Jackson Gallery in 
New York last December. ; 


Born in 1904 in Provence, Mme. 
Richier studied at the Ecole des 
Beaux Arts in Montpellier and later 
in Paris under Antoine Bourdelle, a 
student of Rodin. A French critic 
has called her “Rodin’s daughter in 
spirit.” 

Contends another: “What she owes 
to Rodin is a matter more of direc- 
tion than of actual style or feeling. 
Like him, she is more modeller than 
carver, favours bronze as her me- 
dium, and eschews smooth surface 
and evenly rounded forms... 

“Mme. Richier’s statues seem to 
emerge into human form out of some 
dark vegetable kingdom-deities ante- 
dating all mythology, casting about 
them a curious sombre silence like 
that of nature at its inscrutable 
work. . < 


“In her, it may be that European 
art will have produced a great wo- 
man sculptor before producing a 
great woman painter.” 

Mme. Richier has exhibited at lead- 
ing museums and galleries in New 
York, London, Europe and South 
America.

Paintings by State Artists 


The Newark Museum has announc- 
ed the purchase of four paintings 
from its third triennial statewide 
exhibition of “Work by New Jersey 
Artists.” 


The paintings which were pur- 
chased on the recommendation of the 
jury are as follows: “Blue and Red” 
oil by Maurice Abramson (484 Broad- 
way, Bayonne); “Bluesatomy” oil by 
Seymour Shapiro (68 Millington Ave., 
Newark); “Conflict” oil by Julio Gir- 
ona (52 Genesee Street, Teaneck); 
and “Banquet, Tallith and Tapestry” 
oil by Herbert Saslow (568 Thurnau 
Drive, Westwood). 


The three-man jury—Louis Bouche, 
artist and instructor, Art Students 
League of New York; Robert Coates, 
art eritic of The New Yorker Maga- 
zine; and John Ferren, artist and in- 
structor at Queens College, New 
York, N. Y.—considered 864 paint- 
ings, prints, watercolors and sculp- 
ture, submitted by 427 New Jersey 
artists, the largest number of artists 
ever to submit work for the show. 
One hundred and thirty-one works 
were selected for showing, and three 
works were invited.

Cartoon 
Collection 


Thirty-four original cartoons by 
Pulitzer Prize winner Charles D. 
Batchellor, chief editorial cartoonist 
of The News, were placed on exhibi- 
tion at The New-York Historical So- 
ciety, New York City, on May 26. 

Noted particularly for his series on 
safety, “Inviting the Undertaker,” 
Mr. Batchellor was recently cited by 
the National Safety Council for his ex- 
cellent service to safety in more than 
800 cartoons published in The News 
over a twenty-year period. Seven car- 
toons of this series appear in the cur- 
rent exhibition. 


Using a variety of subjects as a 
source of inspiration, Mr. Batchellor 
comments pictorially on Sputniks, pol- 
itices—both national and international, 
problems of education and the Korean 
Conflict. 


“Madam War” is the title of his 
Pulitzer Prize cartoon, published in 
1937. This was the first Pulitzer 
awarded to a tabloid newspaper and 
shows “War” as a shop-worn harlot 
tempting the nation’s youth. A repro- 
duction of this cartoon is included in 
the show. 


Batchellor’s work has been honored 
by such organizations as, The Head- 
liners, the New York Newspaper 
Guild and the Commercial Invest- 
ment Trust. 


Born in Osage City, Kans., he stu- 
died at the Chicago Art Institute and 
began his newspaper career on the 
Kansas City Star. He has been asso- 
ciated with The New York Journal, 
The New York Post and the Ledger 
Newspaper Syndicate, Since 1932 he 
has been an editorial cartoonist with 
The News. His work has appeared in 
Life, Puck and Collier’s Weekly. 


Other work by the cartoonist in- 
cludes a bronze portrait bust of Jo- 
seph M. Patterson, founder of The 
News, and a 45-foot mural on the his- 
tory of the printed word. Both are 
in The News building, 220 East 42nd 
Street, New York City. 


The cartoons, which were lent to 
the Society by Mr. Batchellor, will 
be on view to the public, admission 
free, through July.

House Has Revolutionary 


War Fame 


The woman’s Club of Germantown, 
in Philadelphia, Pa., is bringing 
American history to life again in its 
work on the old Johnson House which 
was built in 1768. One of the Club’s 
big sources of support for this resto- 
ration project is its annual Fall An 
tiques Show and Sale. This year it 
will be held September 30, October 1 
and 2. 

Admission to the show includes a 
tour of the Johnson House. 

This fall’s Show is being especially 
emphasized as this year marks the 
275th anniversary of the founding of 
Germantown. The Johnson House was 
built by a family that was among 
the founders. 

The date of the Show was chosen 
because October 4, 1777 was the date 
of the Battle of Germantown which 
was fought along both Washington 
Lane and Germantown Avenue. Ths 
Johnson House, with its bullet holes 
and battle scars, still sits at the cor- 
ner of Washington Lane and German- 
town Avenue. 

It was after the Germantown de 
feat that the Colonial Army, under 
Genera] Washington, retreated to Val- 
ley Forge. There the importance of 
real training was recognized, and due 
to the training received there, the 
Revolutionary troops were able to go 
on to victory and establish the free 
dom of the United States. 

The Club has restored much of the 
Johnson House and furnished it with 
antiques. This historic old building 
not only figures in the American Rev- 
olution, but it was an Underground 
Railway Station for runaway slaves 
prior to the Civil War. The House has 
been authenticated by the Society for 
Preserving Landmarks.

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Ruth Webb Lee Dies 


As HOBBIES goes to press, the 
sad news comes of the death of 
RutH Wess LEE, noted author of 
books on collecting and herself a dedi- 
cated collector. She died of cancer in 
Holmes Hospital, Cincinnati, on May 
23. 

Mrs. Lee had made her Cincinnati 
home with her son, Everett W. Lee, 
during the last few months. Her last 
permanent home was in St. Peters- 
burg, Fla. She had lived there only 
a short time when her illness grew 
worse, 

Mrs. Lee was born in Albion, N. Y., 
and lived in Rochester, N. Y. for the 
greater part of her lifetime. How- 
ever, in recent years she lived in 
Northboro and Framingham, Mass. 

Less than a year ago she purchased 
a home in St. Petersburg and moved 
there. Her parents, the late Mr. and 
Mrs. Walter F. Webb were residents 
of St. Petersburg for twelve years. 

Mrs. Lee wrote and published twelve 
books on collecting. Her first book, 
“Early American Pressed Glass,” 
written in 1928 and 1929 and self- 
published in December 1931, was an 


immediate success. The first edition 
sold out before it was off the presses 
and today is in its 32nd printing 
which is “a remarkable record for a 
$10 book.” Three years later she pre- 
pared a handbook on Early American 
Pressed Glass which has sold 100,000 
copies. Her next book, “Antique Fakes 
and Reproductions,” was published in 
1938. Her third book, “Sandwich 
Glass,” was brought out in 1939. This 
publication was revised in 1947. 

“Victorian Glass—Specialties of the 
19th Century,” was brought out in 
1944. This book was condensed into 
handbook form in 1946 and 1947. 

This collectors’ volume was followed 
by “American Glass Cup Plates,” 
which she wrote in collaboration with 
James H. Rose. 

Other books that followed from her 
pen, include: “Price Guide to Pattern 
Glass,” 1949, with a revision in 1955; 
and “Nineteenth Century Art Glass,” 
1952. She also authored “A History 
of Valentines.” 

Her home was filled with treas-

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Lithophanes Art of the Victorian Era 








By AMELIA E. RAWDING

The Victorian era brought out a 
great many styles and ornamenta- 
tions. Some have been termed extrav- 
agant and gaudy. Yet, it must be 
conceded that there were thousands 
of attractive and choice articles in- 
troduced in this era, that are sought 
by today’s collectors, especially the 
finer pieces of furniture, the choice 
pieces of glass and chinaware. In the 
latter group, we can include litho- 
phanes, translucent objects formed of 
a composition of Kaolin, feldspar and 
soapstone, which were so much in de- 
mand around the mid-19th century. 
In any form in which they were 
made, lithophanes depended entirely 
upon the depth of light and shadows 
produced through carving, for their 
attractiveness. 

The process of making lithophanes 
was known by the Chinese many 
years before other countries produced 
them, The art was practiced in pot- 
teries of France and Germany and 
the Berlin Pottery made over 135,000 


specimens by 1844 which they shipped 
to various parts of the world. The de- 
mand for lithophanes in novelty forms 
increased from 1828 to such an ex- 
tent that thousands of plaques, pic- 
tures and lampshades were exported 
to markets all over the world. 

The first lithophanes were con- 
structed entirely by hand but shortly 
after their introduction c. 1828, mas- 
ter molds were made from which nu- 
merous models were cast. A bulletin 
forming a resumé of this type work 
as it was practiced in France, was 
written by Robert E. Elder. His com- 
ments on this art is a welcome addi- 
tion to accumulative data for the 
collector and the following statements 
printed in French for the bulletin of 
the “Amis Suisses de la Ceramique” 
present a rather interesting and in- 
formative description of the means 
of making lithophanes. “Upon a glass 
table which was lighted underneath, 
a layer of liquid wax was poured, 
over which, when sufficiently hard- 


ened, a design was etched with a 7 
sharp tool by an artist who obtained 7 
his values through varied thicknesses 7 
of carving. After the model was com- 7 
pleted, some liquid plaster was poured 7 
over the whole and left to cool and ©

upon all sorts of lithophane novel- 
ties. The words “Lithophanie Fran-

In 1828, Robert Grif- 
fith, of London,

lithophanes in large’ quantities as 
well as Copenhagen and from 1872 
to 1877, the Phoenix Pottery in Penn- 
sylvania made numerous specimens. 
The Llanelly potteries in South 
Wales, also produced lithophanes in 
various forms. There were plaques 
made to hang in windows against the 
light: there were lampshades and oth- 


er novelties, some in plain white and | 


others daintily colored. Some of these 
items were marked “South Wales Pot- 
tery” with the impression made into 
the paste. The objects were of great 
beauty when held before a light. 
These potteries were established 
around 1839, and the work was car- 
ried on for many years. changing 
hands several times during the in- 
terim. 

The better known marks found on 
lithophanes are B.P.M., letters used 
by the Berlin Porzellan Manufactur; 
P P M, used by the Prensaisch Po- 
rzelan Manufactur and K P M for 


made lithophanes | 
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Koniglichen Preussische Manufactur, 
all being German products. Practical- 
ly all German lithophanes were 
marked so that they are easily iden- 
tified. Some were glazed while others 
were in biscuit form and the latter 
are frequently mistaken for Parian 
Ware. 

Views appearing on lithophanes are 
quaint and delightful replicas of ru- 
yal seenes, children at play, genre 
pictures taken from famous and pop- 
ular paintings and also replicas of 
natural phenomena. Lithophane pan- 
eis placed in windows were enjoyed 
from within the home as well as out- 
side, when the light invited the vari- 
ous forms of shadows and light to 
bring out the designs on the porcelain. 

Chinese lithophanes were of exce)- 
lent workmanship. The potteries of 
China were cognizant of the finer pro- 
ductions made of their clays which 
were not obtainable or known to out- 
side countries. They kept their meth- 
ods very secret as well as their prod- 
ucts but in due time, other countries 
discovered similar clays and materials 
so that competition became a factor 
not to be ignored by any one pottery. 
This rivalry soon resulted in low- 
ered costs of these articles and their 
availability to everyone made them 
suite popular, 

The Crystal Palace in London in 
1851, had many lithophanes on exhi- 
bit. Examples were shown entirely in 
white porcelain and others were pre- 
sented in dainty colors. At the Ber- 
lin Exposition of 1844, there were 
also quantities of lithophanes on dis- 
play, some bearing the marks of the 
KPM potteries. 

The Metropolitan Museum of Art 
in New York City has several fine 
lithophanes in its collection as well 
as the Museum of the City of New

While much of it is in the won- 
derfully brilliant deep blue consid- 
ered so desirable, the Clews Pottery 
also made this transfer printed ware 
in light blue, pink, lavender, purple, 
sepia, brown, carmine green and 
black. 


The years during which the Pottery 
was in existence are generally be- 
lieved to have been 1818-1886 and 
while the dark blue was made from 
the earliest days it is doubtful if the 
other colors were used until the last 
few years of the Pottery’s existence. 


It is believed that in 1819 the 
Clews took over the Stevenson & 
Bucknall works at Cobridge. Some 
records would indicate that the Pot- 
tery was sold at a bankrupt sale in 
1829, but printed ware was still be- 
ing produced there until 1836, the 
year Chaffers gives as the closing 
date. It is known that James Clews 
came to the United States in 1836 
and attempted to develop a potterv at 
Troy, Ind. This attempt was unsuc- 
cessful due tg his inability to find 
adequate clay or skilled workmen. He 
returned to England where he died 
in 1856. 


The mark generally found on Clews 
transfer printed ware is a crown sur- 
rounded by a double circle enclosing 
the inscription “Clews Warranted, 
Staffordshire.” Chaffer also shows a 
crown with the word “Clews” below 
it and below that on a second line 
“Warranted Staffordshire.” On the 
“Picturesque Views” another mark is 
used. This is a printed view in colors 
—sailboat, lake and trees—with the 
name on a white band across the cen- 
ter. 


For easy consideration, the produc- 
tions of the Clews Pottery may be 
divided into six classifications: 


. English Views 

. American Views 

. Picturesque Views

The English Views. Even the so- 
ealled English Views were made with 
an eye to the American trade and 
though the center view may have been 
of English origin, many pieces have 
a border containing the names of fif- 
teen American States (sometimes 
eighteen), in loops of ribbon, separ- 
ated by five- or eight-pointed stars, 
with a portrait of Washington, Amer- 
ica blindfolded, and Independence 
kneeling. All pieces in this series are 
finely executed in brilliant dark blue. 
(See illus.) 


The American Views. These in- 
clude the Lafayette pieces (see il- 
lus.); “Winter View of Pittsfield, 
Mass.;” “Almhouse, New York;” “Co- 
lumbia College, New York;” “City 
Hall, New York;” “New York from 
Brooklyn Heights;” “Harvard Col- 
lege;” “Erie Canal at Albany;’ 
“American Eagle on Urn;” “Peace 
and Plenty;” “New York Bay;” “In- 
sane Asylum, New York;” and “Com- 
modore Perry.” In all, the color is 
dark blue and the borders of vary- 
ing types but generally with large 
and small flowers. Occasionally Clews 
used a view and border formerly used 
by Stevenson (whom he succeeded) 
but with the Clews mark. 


The Picturesque Views. In 1818 
William Guy Wall, an Irish artist ar- 
rived in the United States and in 
1821 the “Hudson River Port Folio” 
was published consisting of “drawings 
by Wall made in 1820.” The views 
in this third series, “Picturesque 
Views,” were taken from the “Hud- 
son River Port Folio.” This group of 
transfer printed ware was made be- 
tween 1829 and 1836, is found in the 
entire gamut of colors, and the bor- 
ders are composed of parrots, roses 
and scrolls. 


The Tours of Doctor Syntax, the 
Wilkie and the Don Quixote Series 
are also called the Literary Series. 
The first has been particularly pop- 
ular in America. All three tell a def- 
inite story and display excellent work- 
manship and brilliant dark blue col- 
oring.

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Old Glass Paperweights 


a report and a promise 


Six months ago we started this 
series of short articles. It all began 
when I stopped in to visit with the 
editor of HOBBIES and described 
a problem. In brief, that problem 
was how to get in touch with folks 
who could advance my ambition to 
learn more about American paper- 
weights and the factories which made 
them. Advertising was one possi- 
bility. Another was to write a few 
short essays in hopes that some res- 
ponse might be productive. 


Insofar as the main objective is 
concerned, the effort has been dis- 
appointing. The results, while en- 
couraging, have been somewhat short 
of spectacular. 


The response to the articles, how- 
ever, has served to generate an en- 
tirely different concept. One that 
persuades us the articles should be 
continued for a while but with an 
entirely different objective. The in- 
itial articles were deliberately design- 
ed to be provocative and, as stated, 
had as their prime objective the ad- 
vancement of my own education. The 
new objective is to transmit as well 
as I can what I already know of 
paperweights as a help to others. 


I find there are many people in- 
terested in collecting weights who 
are eager to know more about them. 
They buy the books and read every- 
thing available to them in their in- 
tense desire to learn. But as the 
late Ruth Webb Lee so cogently ex- 
pressed it, “... (one) cannot become 
@ connoisseur of paperweights by 
reading articles or looking at photo- 
graphs.” 


While subscribing without reserva- 
tion to that statement of fact, I am, 
somewhat paradoxically, I must ad- 
mit, going to continue this series a 
little longer, hoping thereby to as- 
sist others in learning something 
more about weights. I, myself, am 
still learning. I suppose the weights I 
own would qualify me as an “ad- 
vanced” collector, even if not in the 
top flight. But I have reached that 
first plateau sufficiently recently to 
recall quite well the struggle to get 
there. It can’t be done alone. One 
must have help. 


I, too, have read all the books and 
articles I could get my hands on. I 
still do. I know what they say. I 
also know what I would have liked 
them to say that they didn’t say. Over

the next few months my articles will 


concern themselves with some of 


those things. I am still learning. As 
I learn, I'll tell you. 


The books which have been pub- 
lished are magnificent. They are 
valuable. Every collector should have 
them. But they are of relatively 
small help to a beginner. They do 
not go into sufficient detail. They 
illustrate the superb examples of the 
art - in many cases being almost 
the only one of its kind. We need a 
poor man’s book. One which will 
illustrate some of the weights made 
by the good factories but which are 
more common - not so rare. And — 
not so costly. 


Speaking of “rare,” one sees that 
reference many times regarding a 
weight. But just how rare? There 
is no point of reference. 


Now, I realize that entirely apart 
from the specific merit of a work 
of art, the scarcity or rarity of a 
type adds to its value. Some col- 
lectors and dealers have a concept of 
the rare types. I have some concept 
but to a very limited degree. So far 
I have not encountered anyone in 
my travels who could give me much 
assistance. So I’m doing it the hard 
way. It’s a long way also. 


I am acquiring all the catalogs I 
can of past weight auctions. From 
these I am tabulating the weights 
listed. Apropos, I mignt say that the 
houses holding these auctions have 
people on their staffs who are quite 
good at describing weights. Then, 
too, reference frequently is made to 
illustrations in our books. 


Second, when permitted, I am simi- 
larly counting and classifying the 
weights of any collectors I visit. 
Third, as weights may appear in ad- 
vertisements or in lists issued by 
dealers, they also are tabulated. At 
some future time I’ll tell you what I 
learn. 


In this way, ultimately it will be 
possible to determine to some degree 


a frequency of occurrence. Now, of 
course, this obviously has weak- 
nesses. Only top collections are 


worthy of being auctioned and so the 
types of lesser value will appear to 
be in shorter supply, which will be 
somewhat of a false picture. On 
the other hand, it is mainly the 
rarer types which are sought by ad- 
vanced collectors so this approach 
may be valuable to the extent that 
it will reflect the rarest of the rare. 


At the same time, since many of 
the catalogs I am getting are priced, 
showing the figure at which the var- 
ious weights were sold, I expect to 
get a better appreciation of value, 
for where the price is shown, my 
tabulation will include that. A sense 
of value is another thing difficult for 
the beginner to acquire. As time 
goes on, if I come up with anything 
along this line of investigation which 
makes sense, I’ll tell you. 


Part of the heading to this article 
contains the words, “A Promise.” It 
seems that I have made not one, but 
several. Bear with me a few months 
and maybe I’ll make good on some 
of them.

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Venetian Glass at Corning 


The largest and most comprehen- 
sive exhibition of Venetian glass ever 
held in this country opened in mid 
June at The Corning Museum of Glass 
in the Corning Glass Center, Cor- 
ning, N. Y. Entitled “Three Great 
Centuries of Venetian Glass,” it com- 
prises 126 glass objects selected 
from nine collections both here and 
abroad. 


Representing the major decorative 
techniques, with the finest examples 
available, the exhibition forms a 
unique representation of one of the 
greatest periods in glassmaking his- 
tory: Venice in the 15th, 16th, and 
17th centuries. Its purpose, according 
to Paul N. Perrot, Assistant Direc- 
tor of the Museum who organized the 
exhibition, is to stress to the Amer- 
ican public the greatness of Venice’s 
contribution to the art of glassmak- 
ing and to emphasize the brilliant 
achievements of this period. 


Among the most outstanding ob- 
jects to be on exhibition is the fa- 
mous “Peddler and the Apes’ late 
15th century goblet, lent by the Cleve- 
land Museum of Art. The extremely 
fine enameled decoration on this gob- 
let portrays the sleeping peddler, 
robbed by a band of monkeys. Anoth- 
er very important object is an enam- 
eled goblet, made in the third quar- 
ter of the 15th century, possibly in 
the workshop of Angelo Barovier, one 
of the foremost enamelers of Venice 
at that time. Lent by the Toledo Mu- 
seum of Art, this goblet represents 
the “Triumph of Fame,” and was un- 
doubtedly inspired by the many wood- 
cuts of the same subject. 


Contributors to the exhibition in- 
clude: the Victoria and Albert Mu- 
seum, London, The Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art, the Toledo Museum of 
Art, the Cleveland Museum of Art, 
the Walters Art Gallery, Baltimore, 
Mr. Jerome Strauss, Mr. Leopold 
Blumka, Mr. Robert Lehman, New 
York, and The Corning Museum of 
Glass. 


In order to relate the glass to the 
period in which it was produced, oth- 
er art objects including paintings, 
bronzes, ivories, ceramics, furniture, 
miniatures, and fabrics have been in- 
corporated in the exhibition. 


Venice, founded in 568 A.D., as- 
serted its independence from Byzan- 
tine rule and became a separate com- 
munity. Toward the middle of the 
1lth century glassmakers came to 
Venice from the Near East. By the 
18th century the glass industry was 
well established and a guild was 
formed; however, the edict of 1291 
transferred all operations to the near- 
by island of Murano, an isolation due 
to the danger of fire spreading from 
the ever-increasing number of glass 
houses. Very little is known about the 
early history of glassmaking in Ven- 
ice, and vessels cannot be dated ac- 


curately before the second half of 
the 15th century. 


Enameling was one of the most suc- 
cessful techniques employed in the late 
15th century and was very effective 
on the deep red, blue, and green glass 
of this time. Very often allegorical 
scenes were depicted as well as coats- 
of-arms and pure decorative motifs. 
In the 16th century glass was also 
used to imitate semi-precious stones 
as seen in some of the vessels resem- 
bling onyx, agate, and chalcedony. 


The Venetians took full advantage 
of the ductility of their cristallo and 
indulged in the most fanciful mani- 
pulation of the material. By using 
threads of glass as a structural ma- 
terial, they created delicate stems of 
twisted glass, often using the snake 
or the dragonasa motif, The combi- 
nation of these swirling forms, to- 
gether with the simple and beautiful 
shapes of the fine soda glass, brought 
about some of the most magnificent 
glasses the world has ever known. 


Another important mode of decora- 
tion employed by the Venetians was 
by means of threads of milk-white 
glass, “latticinio,’”? embedded into clear 
glass. Diamond-point engraving also 
appears on Venetian glass of the late 
16th century. Here intricate decor- 
ative borders on bowls and dishes 
and ga conventional floral design some- 
times incorporated birds and animals. 
This technique also found particular 
favor in the Netherlands in the 17th 
century. 


The complexity and variety of Ven- 
ice’s production can only be suggest- 
ed. Their forms show an exuberant 
vitality, seldom equalled, and in some 
cases twirl in space much like the fig- 
ures in the paintings of Tintoretto 
and the sculptures of Giovanni da Bo- 
logna. Yet they remain controlled, 
and seldom does one feel that the 
craftsman was carried away by tricks 
of his trade. Glasses of this period 
were exceptionally well-made; what- 
ever shape they assume, they display 
the same confident mastery of me- 
dium and an awareness of the full 
potential of all the qualities of glass, 
capable of the most poetic fantasy. 

The ninth in the series of major 
exhibitions, this exhibition will remain 
open until the end of September. The 
Corning Glass Center is open to the 
public free of charge from 9:30 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. daily except Mondays 
throughout the year.

Beinecke Collection Presented 
To The Corning Glass Museum 


Edwin J. Beinecke, Chairman of | 


the Board of Sperry & Hutchison and 
for many years Board Chairman of 
the George A. Fuller Company, has 
given his entire collection of 16th and 
17th century enameled glass and 
Kreussen stoneware to The Corning 
Museum of Glass in the Corning Glass 
Center at Corning, N. Y. 


The collection, together with the li- 
brary and research documents relat- 
ing to it, is valued in excess of 
$100,000. 


The collection consists of 139 items, 
all made in Central Europe between 
the 1570’s and the early 1700’s. Com- 
prised mostly of large drinking ves- 
sels, the collection includes the finest 
examples of Reichsadler and Kurfuer- 
sten Humpen, and an exceptionally 
wide variety of guild subjects. 

Mr. Beinecke, who pursued his stu- 
dies in this specialized field with ex- 
traordinary thoroughness, spent 25 
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years assembling this unusual col- 
jection which is considered by critics 
to be one of the finest in existence. 

Many of the pieces have been in 
the collections of princely houses of 
Europe and bear the coats-of-arms 
of the ruling families of that period. 
Several of the pieces have been ex- 
hibited in the Schloss Museum in 
Berlin. 

Outstanding among the pieces are 
such items as the Westphalian Treaty 
Humpen, a 16%” high vessel elab- 
orately enameled and dated 1650, a 
cold-painted and lacquered Lebensal- 
ter Humpen, depicting the ages of 
man, from the collection of Prince 
Car] von Isenberg and an unusually 
rare Humpen depicting the ages of 
woman. Also included is a group of 
three covered Humpen standing 23” 
hign formerly in the William Ran- 
dolph Hearst collection. 

Many famous collections are rep- 
resented among Mr. Beinecke’s ob- 
jects including those of Baron Minni- 
gerode-Allerburg, Baron von Born, 
the Marquess of Breadalbane, Count 
Wilezeck, and Baron Max von Gold- 
schmidt-Rothschild. 

German enameled glass dated prior 
to 1590 is extremely rare. The Beine- 
eke collection includes five such ves- 
sels. 

The library and research documents 
on the subject of 16th and 17th cen- 
tury enameled glass is probably the 
most complete on this subject in this 
form of any in the world: it consists of 
57 volumes, 2308 typewritten pages re- 
lating to the collection and 1766 pho- 
tographs, organized and catalogued 
by the late Karl Freund who worked 
ful] time at the task for a number 
of years. 

The books, photographs and doc- 
uments will become a permanent part 
of the Museum’s library and will be 
available for use by glass scholars. 

According to Thomas S. Buechner, 
Director of The Corning Museum of 
' Glass, this is the largest of the 212 

gifts the Museum has received since 
it opened in 1951.

NEW CHINA BOOK 


CHINA COLLECTOR'S GUIDE, by Stan- 
ley W. Fisher. Published in England, 
October, 1957. Released in the United 
States, June 1, 1958 by its sole dis- 
tributor: Collings, Inc., 507 Fifth Ave., 
New York 17, N. Y. 194 pages, 75 illus- 
trations. Price $6. 


Stanley W. Fisher, author of this 
book, is an acknowledged expert on 
antiques, and particularly in the field 
of ceramics. 

The text in this, his latest book, 
is confined to the chief English 
factories and their representative 
wares. He touches only lightly on 
factory history, believing that this 
often confuses the inexpert. Mr. Fish- 
er’s chief aim in this coverage of 
the wide scope of English antique 
china and porcelain is to emphasize 
the accepted principles of good taste 
in form and decoration, telling what 
to look for and suggesting standards. 
He has succeeded admirably. 

The book is written in understand- 
able language so that it will be of 
greatest benefit to the beginner or 
connoisseur. For instance, in the 
chapter on “Identification of Earth- 
enware and Porcelain,” Fisher makes 
this summary: 


“It is probably true to say that 
identification of pottery is possible 
only through long experience be- 
cause, speaking by and large, dec- 
oration provides the only clues. One 
clay body looks very like another, 
and glazes of whatever sort, wheth- 
er lead, tin, or salt, have usually 
no factory characteristics. Never- 
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theless, with few exceptions (such 
as the innumerable contemporary 
imitations of Wedgwood jasper 
wares), decoration was individual- 
istic, and a long study of it is essen- 
tial for proper classification. I say 
classification and not identification, 
because whereas the early porce- 
lain-makers were very few in num- 
bers, pottery-makers in Stafford- 
shire and elswhere have always been 
legion. True, the Delft of Bristol, 

Lambeth and Liverpool may be 

identified, as can the figures of 

Astbury and the Woods, the plates 

of Whieldon, the lustre of Sunder- 

land, the pot-lids of Pratt, and the 
stoneware of Castleford, but the 
maker of a piece of salt-glaze, with 
few exceptions, must always remain 
anonymous, and only the Tofts are 
fairly identified as having made the 
finest slip-ware. Reliance can us- 
ually be placed on marks, though 
the forger of early figures and 
Tobies, marks complete, is not un- 
known, and the collector must still 
rely in this regard on his knowl- 
edge of proper weight, vigorous 
potting, and the unmistakable and 
incomparable splendour of the early 
coloured glazes. As we suggested 
at the beginning, knowledge 

(through study) is power, and there 

is no short cut.” 

This book is for every collector— 
those who have been bitten by the 
collecting “bug” and those who are 
on the brink of collecting. It will 
stimulate interest in the beauty and 
art of old china. It is deserving of 
a place on the collector’s bookshelf.

The J. B. Bayless Grocery Com- 
pany at 118 W. Indian Road, Phoenix, 
Ariz., prides itself on being behind 
the times. 

It is crammed with “antiquities” 
from the old country stores through- 
out the length and breadth of our 
land. In reality it is a country store 
museum dedicated to the memory 
of J. B. Bayless, whose first grocery 





store was located in Joshua, Tenn., 
in 1896, by his son, A. J. Bayless, 
whose 26 modern markets are located 
in Phoenix, Tempe and Mesa, Ariz. 
A culmination of a life-long dream 
of A. J. Bayless, the store shows 
grocery merchandising through the 
years, dating in some cases, from 
as early as Revolutionary days.

they did in the old days. They hold 
coffee, sugar, dried peas and beans, 
molasses, among other things. They 
recreate an era before the advent 
of packaged goods. 

Among the items that you may 
see hanging on the walls and ceilings 
are horse collars, cow bells, pails, 
baskets, just as they did “way back 
when.” “These hanging supplies 
were our second floor,” one old-time 
storekeeper explained. 

We learn too, from #he Bayless 
museum that the country stores were 
a “treat to the nose.” It is pointed 
out, that you could smell peppermint, 
apples, cheese, salami, kerosene. Add 
these to the pungency of pounds of 
plug tobacco, each cut marked with a 
tin tag denoting the various brands 
of the day. There was also the aroma 
of freshly ground coffee at any time 
of the day, blended with salt salmon 
and dried cod. 

The pot-bellied stove that sat in 
the center of the store, was the focal 
visiting point. While marketing, 
neighbors visited around the store, 
whittled or played checkers at a near- 
by table. Here they found out who 
was sick, who had a new baby, who 
had moved in or out of town. Here 
they talked about the weather, news, 
crops, books, politics and religion. 

Household appliances include a 
group of old-time washing machines 
that grandmother used. Here one 
sees types of advertising that once 
hooked the pennies from the visitors. 
For instance, there are two adver- 
tisements for Ayer’s products—pills 
and sarsaparilla. 

As the old country store is an 
American institution, it is not sur- 
prising that collector Bayless has 
gone a step further for the enjoy- 
ment of his public. He has placed 


his collection of pictures and signa- 
tures of American presidents and 
signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence upon display in the store. 

The museum is open free to the 
public from 10:00 A.M. to 7:00 P.M. 
each day except Monday. 

A newspaper feature writer, Ralph 
Mahoney, recently summarized a 
visit to the store with these thoughts: 

“Visitors may recall the closing 
verse of a poem titled ‘The Old Coun- 
try Store’ as they go through the 
aisles of the J. B. Bayless Grocery 
Company. It goes like this: 


‘And we wish that now that store

“We Hold These Truths To Be Self- 
evident that all men are created 
equal, that they are endowed by their 
Creator with certain inalienable 
rights, that among these are life, li- 
berty, and the pursuit of happiness. 
That to secure these rights, govern- 
ments are instituted among men, de- 
riving their just powers from the 
consent of the governed. That when- 
ever any form of government becomes 
destructive of these ends, it is the 
right of the people to alter or to a- 
bolish it, and to institute new govern- 
ment, laying its foundation on such 
principles and organizing its powers 
in such form, as to them shall seem 
most likely to effect their safety and 
happiness. .. .” 

The second paragraph of the De- 
claration of Independence continues 
on to show cause why the Colonies 
felt they had the right to be free and 
independent states. When reading 
over this great document we are im- 
pressed with the beauty of its phras- 
ing, the wisdom and logic in its rea- 
soning, the courage and faith of the 
signers who realized the significance 
of their act. They most certainly 
knew it would mean war and death 
for them as traitors if the British 
won. Large and portly Benjamin 
Harrison of Virginia jokingly remark- 
ed to Elbridge Gerry of Massachu- 
setts, one of the lighter weight dele- 
gates, that at least if he were hung 
he would have an easier time of it 
since his neck would be broken in an 
instant while Gerry would be left 
kicking in the air for a half hour. 
Another story connected with the 
signing of the document is concerned 
with John Hancock. Hancock is sup- 
posed to have said that the reason he 
wrote his signature so large is so 
that John Bull could read it without 
his glasses and so double the price 
on his head. Yes, these men knew 
what they were doing. It was not 
something that had come about over- 
night. After all they were English- 
men and would have a natural af- 
fection for the Mother country. The 
Declaration had come about as an 
evolutionary process during which 
time the colonists had tried to ex- 
plain their situation to the Parliament 
and King who were too far removed 
from the situation to comprehend the 
feelings of the patriots. There were 


a few in Parliament such as Edmund | 
Burke who urged that the colonists | 
would not tamely submit to certain 
measures that the British were forc- | 
ing on them. But the bitterness and | 
stubborness on both sides of the At- © 
lantic grew to such an extent that | 
there was no peaceable means of re- | 
solving the difficulty. Probably it | 
was the Coercive or Intolerable Acts | 
in the Spring of 1774, which closed the 
port of Boston and sought to remodel / 
the government of Massachusetis, 7 


that brought the other colonies flock- > 


ing to the support of a sister state 7 
and resulted in the First Continental ~ 
Congress meeting in Philadelphia in 
the autumn of 1774. The Coercive | 
acts came about as a result of the 
destruction of the tea in the port of 
Boston by patriots on the night of | 
December 16, 1773. This unified the | 
thinking of both the conservative and 
radical elements among the colonies. 
As everyone is familiar with events | 
leading up to the Declaration we shall | 
not concern ourselves at length with | 
these things. But as the 182nd anni- 
versary of the birth of that document 
nears, we think it fitting that Am- © 
ericans again affirm their faith in 
the truths which our ancestors de- 
clared of the rights and responsibili- 
ties of the individual citizen in a de- 7 
mocracy. Let us emphasize that § 
rights and responsibilities cannot be | 
separated. Rights without responsi- 
bility are mere license and have no 
place in a civilized government. Thus 
persons who demand rights 
also show that they are capable of 7 
assuming responsibilities. These men 
who were the leaders of the Colonies | 
in that period were men of education | 
and learning, many were wealthy and | 


would have much to lose if war came. |~ 


But they valued Liberty more. These © 
men were not illiterate rabble rous- © 
ers paid by some foreign government | 
to commit acts of violence. This is 
why the truths embodied in this great 
document are as true today as they 
were when they were written.

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Postmaster Genera] Arthur E. Sum- 
merfield has announced the major dif- 
ference between the 1954 flat and ro- 
tary printings of the 8-cent Statue 
of Liberty “In God We Trust” stamp 


and the new Giori printing, which 
was released in Cleveland, Ohio, 
March 22, 1958. 

The differences are distinctive 


enough so that separate catalogue 
listings will have to be made for 
them, even though the general ap- 
pearance is very similar. Both are bi- 
colored, in red and blue on white, 
and feature the upper portion of the 
Statue of Liberty. 

However, in the initial design the 
light from the torch divided “U.S.” 
from “Postage” across the top. In 
the Giori printing the torch and flame 
have been slightly dropped, and the 
wording “U.S. Postage” is not bro- 
ken. 

The Statue of Liberty has been 
slightly enlarged, and more detail is 
shown of the robe at the bottom. Ac- 
tuaily, the figure has been reengraved, 
with more form to the arm support- 
ing the book, and more coloring on 
the upraised arm. 

The word “Liberty” across the bot- 
tom is slightly smaller on the Giori 
printing, and has been dropped al- 
most to the bottom of the design, and 
the eross-hatching in the blue back- 
ground is closer and, therefore, cre- 
ates the illusion of a blur. It has alsv 
been given more rounded form in the 
lower left, and has been cut away 
at the lower right to eliminate over- 
lapping the left arm and book. 

These major differences make the 
two printings easily discernible to the 
naked eye with others being appar- 
ent under a magnifying glass. 

The 8-cent Giori printing was based 
on the original drawing by Cnarles 
R. Chickering used in 1954. Mr. 
Chickering was also responsible for 
the modified design. Matthew D. Fen- 
ton engraved the vignette and frame 
for the new printing, and Howard F. 
Sharpless engraved the lettering and 
numeral.

Of the original printings, those 
from the sheet-fed rotary press are 
the most sought after. A total of 
142,510, 400-subject sheets were 
printed, and of these 379,536, 100- 
subject sheets were placed in the Bu- 
reau of Engraving ana Printing’s Pos- 
tage Stamp Vault in 1954.

On the afternoon of April 25 the 
great Twentieth Century Limited left 
Chicago for its last and final run 
to New York. For fifty-six years, this 
queen of the rails had been offering 
almost a full day in one of these 
two cities and almost a ful) day in 
the other city the next day. It car- 
ried back and forth the real V.I.P.’s 
of the nation while the hamlets of 
Washington, Los Angeles, Detroit 
and others grew into great cities. It 
ran while the population of the U.S.A. 
doubled in size. It carried the men 
who were building the framework of 
modern America. 

In 1902, three years after the death 
of the second Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
this train started on its maiden trip 
from near Murray Hill in Little Old 
New York. It took its name from the 
century then but two years old. 

But the great romance and glamor 
of the railroads of Americana had 
begun to fade long before the Twen- 
tieth Century steamed out of New 
York on its first trip. In the eighty 
years before that time an entire vir- 
gin continent had been mastered py 
rapid transportation for the first time 
in the history of the world. Air pow- 
er has grown ‘vith no such impact 
on the imagination. Break-through of 
space travel in the future may never 
equal the impact of railroads on 
Americana. 

The elder Cornelius Vanderbilt was 
born soon after the Revolutionary 
War into a wealthy family alreacy 
wise in the ways of water transpor- 
tation and finance. As a youth he 
may have watched Robert Fulton dem- 
onstrate his new steamboat on the 
Hudson. He was active in transporta- 
tion when the Erie Canal was opened. 
The financial foundation for long 
runs of railroads was then being per- 
fected. 

For a century after opening of the 
Erie Canal the Vanderbilts and therr 
New York Central system stood as 
a more or less safe and sane finan- 
cial system in a nation of wild and 
woolly railroad booms and bankrupt- 
cies. The Hills, Harrimans and Goulds 
fought giant financial battles over 
control of the daring western rails 
that had been produced by wild fi- 
nance and generous public gifts. 


Our Museum of Science and Indus- 
try in Chicago has fortunately pre- 
served some valuable specimens of 
early rolling stock of the railroads, 
but no one to our knowledge has been 
able to capture the true flavor of the 
great era in the world when an en- 
tire continent was captured by trans- 
portation. 

—_ o0-— 

One of the most difficult effects of 
past inflation shows up today in the 
inflated cost of a college education. 
Summer vacation earnings this year 
are much more difficult, when neces- 
sary jobs are more closely held by 
those with “seniority.” Nor do grad- 
uates see the great flock of recent 
industry representatives offering 
starting salaries equal to those of 
bank presidents some years ago. 

Costs of living in colleges have been 
advancing. Rents, fees and other col- 
lege costs are stubbornly resisting de- 
flation. The pinch is on for the col- 
lege student. This is very serious for 
America, for its effects may extend 
into the future for half a century, 
long after this recession is forgotten 
as such. 

—_o— 

“The younger generation” has been 
a constant source of worry for the 
oldsters since the Pilgrims landed at 
Plymouth Rock. Perhaps our new crop 
of ‘juvenile delinquents” has been 
made more conspicuous by following 
that very, very sedate and steadv gen- 
eration now in their thirties and late 
twenties. 

An oldster friend of ours who went 
through the adult delinquency period 
of the Roaring Twenties after the 
First World War, says he was ac- 
tuallv disappointed in the sober, in- 
dustrious recent post-war generation. 
He says they all sedately settled 
down, bought homes, raised families, 
and concentrated on their jobs. 

This same oldster says there are 
no more switchblade knives per cap- 
ita than there have always been in 
America. He seems almost perturbed 
by the very large majority of our 
juveniles of today who are serious, 
studious and right on the job. He 
points out that 90% of “juvenile de- 
linquency” today is reported from re- 
stricted localities where some very 


definite social or racial conditions 
have prompted conflict. 

We do not sell this younger gen- 
eration short.

On the 90th birthday of Henrici’s 
restaurant in Chicago we stopped in 
for a lunch of creamed jerked beef 
on Johnny cakes. Large, sprawling 
Chicago is a newcomer among the 
old cities of America, so ninety years 
is a ripe old age for a restaurant 
here. 

In times past we have sought out 
old waterfront restaurants and cof- 
fee houses from coffee in the Old 
French Market in New Orleans, 
around the coast up to old fish houses 
in Gloucester, Mass. 

Perhaps some one should collect 
and publish the story of the old, old 
eating places of Americana that were 
not necessarily aimed at the afflu- 
ent elite.

Forty years, or two generations 
ago, the Princeton professor set down 
fourteen points for the world to con- 
sider for its future behavior and im- 
provement. In two generations the 
professor and his ideas have gradual- 
ly lapsed into the limbo 97f the long 
forgotten. Herbert Hoover in his new 
book, with forty years of perspective, 
brings back the trials and errors of 
Wocdrow Wilson. 

Forty years ago the “irreconcilable” 
senior Henry Cabot Lodge held firm 
against what he recognized an impe- 
tuous and premature venture into a 
League of Nations. Today, forty years 
later, junior Henry Cabot Lodge works 
the clock round trying gradually to 
work the United Nations around in- 
to some clear perspective from which 
the world as a whole can register its 
collective ideas, or even its collective 
powers. 

If Woodrow Wilson had met with 
prompt success, the tragic later break- 
down of an unprepared world might 
have left the Wilson name a per- 
manent synonym for fantastic world 
failure. Now, forty years or two gen- 
erations later the name of Woodrow 
Wilson begins to gleam again through 
the darkness. His fourteen points are 
no Jonger so premature-and fantastic. 
His theories begin to grow.

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Notes on Foreign Issues 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


The State of Israe] has announced 
the coining of a Tenth Anniversary 
five-pound coin to commemorate this 
event. While the exchange value of 
the coin is $2.80 at 56¢ per pouna, 
the selling price at the commission is 
to be double that or $5.60. The issue 
is for 100,000 coins, of which we are 
told, around two thirds will be of- 
fered outside of Israel and the bal- 
ance in the country itself. I do not 
think this particular piece will be of 
great rarity in the future, but the 
sleeper is in the PROOFS of the coin 
that are also being offered. I under- 
stand that there will be only 2,000 
proofs made and 1400 will be avail- 
able outside of Israel. The price of 
these proofs is to be $10.00. 

As was the case with the first is- 
sues of Israel stamps, Israe] issues 
have met with great popularity in the 
United States, and the proof com- 
memorative pieces could well go con- 
siderably higher than the $10. initia! 
price asked. In fact, the others at 
$5.60 might be very popular also.

Many thousands of foreign coins 
are constantly being issued and one 
must keep a sharp eye on the new 
series for every once in a while one 
comes out that is a real rarity. Take, 
for instance, the smal] issue of New 
Zealand Crowns in 1935 commemorat- 
ing the Waitangi Treaty. Today it 
catalogs at $75., and I have seen 
records of sale in excess of that. 
Another celebrated scarcity is the 
1930 Icelandic commemorative set cele- 
brating the thousandth anniversary 
of Althing (Parliament). This set, 
consisting of a bronze 2 kronur, sil- 
ver 5 kronur, silver 10 kronur in an 
original case—retails for about $50. 

There has been quite a quantity of 
gold coins struck recently, particular- 
ly in South America and Europe, but 
their authenticity as coins is ques- 
tionable. Many of these do not have 
a denomination upon them and others 
have been restrikes of previous is- 
sues. In dealing with these, one must 
remember that the only restriction 
still in force regarding gold coins :n 
the United States applies to gold coins 
struck by foreign countries after 1933 
and would apply to these pieces, hence 
it would be illegal to import these 
coins into America without special 
permission. If, due to the fact that 
many of them do not have a denomi- 
nation upon them, they could be clas- 
sified as medals, and therefore, out- 
side the rulings in force about recent 
gold coins, they would then come 
under the duties of importing medals 
which is in force, a duty amounting, 
I think, to around 25% of the cost 
values. 

In 1947 the United States mint 
struck what can be assumed to be 
the only gold “coins” since the hoard- 
ing act of 1933. There were 121,000 
gold pieces, .2345 Troy ounce fine 
gold, struck at Philadelphia for Saudi 
Arabia to replace the English gold 
sovereigns that previously had circu- 
lated there. The second coin was one 
of 492.1 grains and equivalent to four 
British gold sovereigns. In size, the 
latter would be similar to our orig- 
inal twenty dollar gold piece. These 
coins are plain on one side with the 
fineness stamped in a rectangular in- 
sert at center, and on the other side 
(probably the obverse) appears a 
United States Eagle with legends U.S. 
mint, Philadelphia, USA. They were 
struck here and shipped to Saudi Ara- 
bia to circulate there. Now the re- 
entry of any of these “coins” into 
America would bring up san interest- 
ing question. Are they bonafide gold 
coins? Are they American coins, or 
are they gold coins of foreign min- 
tage after 1933 (insofar as they were

Milwaukee Public Library has fall- 
en heir to one of the largest single 
collections of marine lore in the coun- 
iry—the product of more than 60 
years’ work by a Milwaukee recluse. 


Library authorities said the true 
worth of the find may not be known 
for some time since the sorting and 
evaluating of the data, mostly on 
Great Lakes shipping will take years. 


Library workers removed three or 
four truck loads of material from the 
home of the late Herman G. Runge at 
1423 S. 34th St., and had scarcely 
made an inroad into the vast accumu- 
lation. 


Runge, who died in a convalescent 
home March 16, willed his collection 
to the library in 1955. 


Kept Everything 
Runge in his eccentricity had dis- 
carded nothing over the decades and 
the library is faced with a monu- 
mental task in sorting the valuable 
from the worthless. 


At the public library crate upon 
erate of records and photographs of 
Great Lakes shipping and thousands 
of books were being’ assembled in a 
large room under the direction of 
Richard E. Krug, city librarian. 


Krug, surveying the mass of ma- 
icrial with unconcealed delight, said: 
“Tt is difficult to measure the impact 
of all this. To realize that our li- 
brary all at once has what is prob- 
ably the foremost collection of this 
sort. It’s a break for Milwaukee.” 


Krug said that while it is impossi- 
ble to put a dollars and cents value 
on the collection, it is safe to say the 
materials and the time spent in amass- 
ing them would be worth in excess 
of $100,000. 


“A generation ago few people were 
concerned with this sort of thing,” 
Krug said, “but now, with the Sea- 
way and all, it’s worth is incalcu- 
lable.” 


The only semblance of order in the 
Runge home, where Edward E. See- 
bach, library circulation chief, was in 
charge of operations, was in the area 
where Runge kept his marine data, 
his first love. 


Well Kept Files 
The materials include well kept 
index files on about 35,000 vessels, 
including tonnage, dimensions and 
builders and owners names. There are 
innumerable photographs of the vari-

ous lake ships—from early sailing 
schooners and “whaleback” tankers to 
modern freighters. Histories cover the 
development of lake shipping, and ex- 
citing occurrences such as major di- 
sasters and storms. 


Runge traveled often to principal 
Great Lakes ports, visiting customs 
houses and talking to ships’ masters 
and crews to obtain his material. It 
is said that Runge was a wise inves- 
tor and that no book he really wanted 
was considered by him to be too ex- 
pensive. 

Seebach, having talked with Runge 
often in past years, was instrumental 
in getting the collection for the Mil- 
waukee Library. He said he asked 
Runge many times to bring his ma- 
terial to the library and work on it 
there but that Runge steadfastly re- 
fused. 

Fire Perils Records 

A fire at the Runge dwelling threat- 
ened the collection in 1955 and 
spurred efforts to have it removed. 
Historical societies throughout the 
Great Lakes area have professed in- 
terest in acquiring the work, Seebach 
said. 

Runge was born in Cedarburg in 
1874 and began his maritime hobby 
in 1889, nine years after coming to 
Milwaukee. He was then an appren- 
tice glovemaker for the Ellsworth 
Manufacturing Co. 


In 1903 he went to work for the 
Milwaukee Road and was a store- 
keeper at its West Milwaukee shops 
until he retired in 1933. 

He had lived alone since his moth- 
er’s death in about 1910, and never 
married. Runge was 83 when he was 
taken from his home two months ago 
to the Suburban Convalescent Home 
where he died.

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Rare Tenth Century Manuscript 
Given To Boston University 


A rare New Testament manuscript 
has been given to Boston Universi- 
ty’s School of Theology by Archbishop 
Makarios of Cyprus. 


The manuscript was presented to 
Dean Walter G. Muelder of the Uni 
versity’s School of Theology by Dean 
John Zanetos of the Annunciation 
Greek Orthodox Cathedral at services 
(March 19) in the University’s Marsh 
Chapel. : 


Closer examination may prove this 
to be one of the 100 best among the 
4,000 known Greek manuscripts, ac- 
cording to Dr. David K. W. Kim, 
associate professor of religion at 
the University, who has made a pre- 
liminary examination of the docu- 
ment. Dr. Kim suggests “conserva- 
tively” that the manuscript dates 
from the tenth century. The man- 
uscript is unusual, he said, because 
the writing is “exquisitely executed” 
and the text is very old. Calling the 
manuscript “a model of Byzantine cal- 
ligraphy,” he added that “while the 
calligraphy is Byzantine the text is 
much older.” 


The manuscript, which comes from 
the archives of the Greek Orthodox 
Archdiocese of Cyprus, contains 23 
chapters of Luke, six chapters of 
John, 12 chapters of Mark and three 
chapters of Matthew. It will be known 
as the “Boston University Greek Gos- 
pels” and will be available for stu- 
dy by scholars at the School of The- 
ology.

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Mark Twain in Hartford

Mrs. Mabel Berry recently told me 
some fascinating memories of Mark 
Twain: As is well known Mark 
Twain married Olivia Langdon from 
our First Presbyterian Church and 
many times I have seen them sitting 
on the left side of center aisle not 
too near the front, 

My father, F. A. Ellis, was the 
publisher of a Prohibition paper in 
Elmira. Once he printed stationery 
for Mark Twain. I asked father if I 
could deliver it. 

I rode my wheel as far as I could 
make it go up East Hill. Then I 
walked on to his house. They sent 
me to the cabin. 

He said: “You didn’t have to de- 
liver that way up here, Miss Ellis.” 

“IT wanted to see where you 
worked!” 

“Writing isn’t work,” replied Mr. 
Clemens. He kept on typing while I 
watched. 

“You can lay the package there on 
the table. Your father always does 
perfect work.” 

“Most people pay him for perfect 
work,” I said. 

Then he laughed, reached into his 
pocket, took out his wallet, and paid 
me. 

It was only a few weeks later that 
I was riding my wheel home when 
I saw him with his rig standing in 
front of the Park Church. He mo- 
tioned to me. I went over across the 
road. 

“Will you do something for me?” 

“What?” 

“Take a message in there to my 
wife.” 

“If you will watch my wheel. What 
do you want me to say?” 

“Tell her, that as usual, I am wait- 
ing out in front.” 

I parked my whee] against the fa- 
mous elm and went into the social 
room. There were women there from 
the Hedding Church as well as the 
Presbyterian, and Park. They were 
packing a missionary barrel. Max 
Eastman’s mother rubbed her hand 
over the top and said: 

“There is just room for one more 
coat.” 

“Don’t tell Thomas. He has only 
one decent one left,’? Mrs. Beecher 
said. Then I found Mrs. Clemens and 
gave her the message. 

There was a double for Mark 
Twain in Elmira who lived near Wal- 
nut Park. His name was Hope Jones. 
I saw him often. We lived at 572 
Grove Street, just south of the Park. 

One time when Teddy Roosevelt 
was running for President, he stop- 
ped at the Delaware and Lacka- 
wanna Railroad Station, situated 
northeast of the city. Reporters 
wanted to hear what he said. One, 
I am not sure which one, thought 
it would bea goodidea to take some- 
one famous to meet him. He saw 
Hope Jones on the sidewalk, asked 
him to go up. They got there before 


the crucial period. As Teddy came 
off the train, back of him emerged 
Samuel Clemens. The reporter was 
flabbergasted and said nothing. Then 
the men looked at each other, but 
no one in the group said anything 
then. They said there was a lot of 
razzing later.

coined here for Saudi Arabia and 
shipped in bulk to that country)? Or 
as they have no denomination upon 
them, are they medals and subject to 
an import tax? They are listed in 
coin books, and given very high val- 
ues, such as $25 for the one-sovereign 
size, $125 for the four-sovereign size. 

There is current action to discour- 
age the mutilation of coins. As we all 
know, many thousands are now being 
used to make jewelry, and these muti- 
lations can become a grave menace 
due to the quantity now used for this 
purpose. The present commissions are 
now endeavoring to have the mutila- 
tion of coins placed in the category 
of a counterfeited coin and if this be- 
comes law, the punishment for muti- 
lation will be severe. You will then 
see the end of the manufacture of 
coin jewelry. 

The collecting of gold bars has 
recently become quite popular, but 
this is being stopped by the Gold Acts 
as all gold bars or bullion can only 
be held by private individuals under 
license. The action has also affected, 
to some degree, the great rare, gold 
bars that were made during the Cali- 
fornia gold rush days. and we hope 
the government won’t be too hard on 
those that have spent many thousands 
upon these great rarities.

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CIRCUSIANA 


BYGONE CIRCUS 
ATTRACTIONS 


By DANA W. STEVENS 


Back in the days when appetites 
were less jaded than they are now, 
mankind often was both amazed and 
entertained by attractions that would 
be pretty much taken for granted to- 
day. In many instances, the circus 
was the only means by which the 
public was acquainted with the latest 
invention, novelty, fad, marvel of the 
world, or daredevil stunt. The circus, 
in many communities, was the great 
educator. It was quite literally a 
traveling palace of wonders. 


The electric light today causes lit- 
tle stir among its users unless it 
happens to go out when needed. But 
such was not always the case. In 
1879 Cooper & Bailey’s Great Lon- 
don Cireus had the electric light as 
one of their feature attractions. It 
was used to light up the tent for 
each night performance. The Bailey 
who inaugurated this feature was 
the famous Bailey whose name was 
later combined with the Ringlings to 
form the greatest amusement enter- 
prise the world had ever seen. 


How well this attraction was re- 
ceived by the public is difficult to in- 
terpret now, but it did definitely cre- 
ate a stir among other circus owners. 
The great Dan Rice, clown and show- 
man, wanted no part of it and open- 
ly stated his views in a circular which 
his advertising department distrib- 
uted throughout their journeys. Rice 
considered the electric light a dan- 
ger and felt called upon to warn the 
public of the danger they were rush- 
ing into in going to see it. The main 
part of his circular read in this fash- 
ion: “In 1852 a member of the cele- 
brated Rosel family by name of La- 
mon, traveled with me on my steam- 
boat on the Ohio and Mississippi Riv- 
ers with my circus and got up the 
electric light to light up my circus 
tent and illuminated the shores of the 
river at night wherever I was located 
for exhibition. He in short time died 
from the effects of the chemicals that 
he created the light with. Many of 
my troupe took sick and one member, 
a James O’Connel who had weak lungs 
died in a short space of time after 
the light was introduced. We could 
not account for it for a long time 
but hearing so many complaining that 
the light affected their eyes, caused 
many to grow sick and others to com- 
plain of dizziness in the head I gave 
up the continuance of the scheme al- 
though it was very attractive.”

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EDWARD WHYMPER — 


Conqueror of the Matterhorn 
By DORIS H. HAMILTON 


“Have nothing more to do with 
this awful mountain!” This was the 
advice given by Professor John Tyn- 
dall, British physicist, to Edward 
Whymper, English artist, after Tyn- 
dall had come within 800 feet of the 
summit of the Matterhorn. Whymper 
had already made five attempts to 
ascend the Matterhorn and while he 
agreed with Tyndall’s characteriza- 
tion of the mountain as “awful,” he 
did not accept Tyndall’s advice. 


The story of Whymper versus the 
Matterhorn is one of the great ad- 
venture stories of the world. He 
wrote and illustrated an account of 
his struggle in Scrambles Among the 
Alps (1871), a mountaineering clas- 
sic which deserves a more epic-sound- 
ing title as it is the story of a battle 
between two formidable forces, Man 
and Nature. During 1861, 1862, and 
1863, Whymper tried six times to 
ascend the Matterhorn, each time by 
the southwestern or Italian ridge. On 
his seventh attempt, in June of 1865, 
he changed his avproach and attack- 
ed the mountain from the east. He 
and his party found the ascent rela- 
tively easy, but an avalanche of

boulders and stones drove the party 
back. In his eighth try the seven- 
member party was successful via the 
eastern route he had used the month 
before. He writes: “At 1:40 P.M. 
the world was at our feet, and the 
Matterhorn was conquered ... We 
remained on the summit for one hour, 
‘One crowded hour of glorious life’.” 


It was the last hour of life for four 
members of the party as an accident 
occurred during the descent. The 
first two members of the party slip- 
ped and fell backward, dragging the 
next two with them. The remaining 
three — Whymper, Peter Tugwalder, 
and Peter’s son — braced themselves, 
the rope between them and their com- 
panions became taut — and then 
broke. For half an hour after their 
companions disappeared into space, 
Whymper and the Tugwalders were 
too frightened to move. Finally, they 
made the perilous descent, the glory 
of their triumph marred by the loss 
of their comrades. 


I recently came across a group of 
letters written by Whymper between 
1890-1910. In the intervening years 
since his famous ascent of the Mat- 
terhorn, he had attained great dis- 
tinction as an explorer and scientist, 
as well as a mountaineer. He had ex- 
plored Greenland in 1867 and 1872. 
In 1880 he made an expedition to 
Ecuador to study mountain sickness 
and the effect of diminished pressure 
at high altitudes on the human body. 
During his studies he made the first 
successful ascent to the summit of 
the volcano, Chimborazo, 20,500 
feet above sea level. One ascent was 
not sufficient, so he made a second! 
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He made the fifth ascent of the vol- 
cano, Cotopaci. Both peaks had been 
studied, and unsuccessfully essayed, 
by Alexander von Humboldt and his 
companions in 1802. Whymper was 
to publish in 1892 his Travels 
amongst The Great Andes of the 
Equator. 

Whymper’s letters are to “My dear 
Conway,” William Martin Conway, 
another great mountaineer. It is in- 
teresting to note that the vocation 
of each man was Art. Whymper 
had been commissioned in 1860 to 
make a series of sketches of Alpine 
scenery. Conway was a Professor 
of Art at Liverpool and later at Cam- 
bridge. He was fascinated by early 
printing and engraving and had writ- 
ten several books on art including 
The Dawn of Art in the Ancient 
World, dealing with Chaldaean, As- 
syrian, and Egyptian art. 

In 1890, however, their correspon- 
dence was not about their common 
interest in art, but in exploration. 
Conway had evidently asked Whym- 
per’s advice about equipment for an 
expedition as Whymper writes on 
November 18, 1891: 

“T have gone over my lists, and 
mention things that I am sure you 
will not regret taking, which I have 
found especially valuable — (with 
reference to high and cold mountain 
work).

I tried to use it for 
melting snow in, but not a drop of 
water could be got in this way. If 
the material had been black, it might 
nossibly have answered.

Abundance of can- 
dies. Don’t stint yourself with lan- 
terns. They always get smashed. 
Several balls of the very best string 
that ean be got, various sizes. Is 
<cometimes priceless. Eye protectors 
(tinted spectacles). If you take a 
hundred or more you will not find 
yourself overdone. They go every- 
where, and can be turned to very 
profitable account. A chief, or a 
prince, or colonel or general will be 
very glad to get one if he has not 
one already. It will pay you very 
well to take several packets of need- 
les (various sizes). 

1. Clothing. Beyond things al- 
ready mentioned, I recommend you to 
take one or two of the very best 
rowing “sweaters” that you can get. 
Take care that the arms are longer 
than your own. Invaluable for sleep- 
ing in, pulling the arms well down 
over the hands (instead of gloves). 
Sponges are very light to carry, very 
useful, and a fine bit of sponge is a 
present for a Prince. 

5. Instruments. By far the most 
generally useful instrument I know 
is Casella’s 3-inch transit theodolite. 
Weighs in box (I speak from recol- 
lection) a shade over 6 lbs. His 
5-inch do. is too heavy for your sort 
of work, and by its weight tends to

Conway was preparing to head a 
large scientific expedition sponsored 
by the Royal Geographical Society of 
London. The “high and cold moun- 
tain work” which Whymper referred 
to was to take place in the northern- 
most Himalayas and the expedition’s 
arrival in the summer of 1892 mark- 
ed the first time that any large party 
of Europeans’ had penetrated this 
area. 

Whymper was “in the dark” about 
the group’s destination and a year 
later, on December 21, 1892, he sent 
the following letter of congratulation 
to Conway: 

“In a few moments last evening I 
could not half express what I would 
have wished to say. I congratulate 
you most heartily upon your return 
— in good preservation, so far as one 
can judge by appearances — from a 
memorable journey. Before you left, 
I had no idea where you were going, 
or what were your aims; and I did not 
think it decent to enquire, inasmuch 
as for many years past I have intend- 
ed to travel in the Himalayas. 

“As the journey is now over, I may 
say that you have travelled in one 
of the districts which appeared to 
me to possess the greatest public in- 
terest, and also the greatest attrac- 
tions for mountaineers. I know 
nothing of your proceedings except 
through your published letters. They 
convey to me a vivid idea of the dif- 
ficulties with which you have had to 
contend. I congratulate you upon 
having overcome them so well, and if 
I can render assistance towards the 
publication of your results pray tell 
me in what way.” 
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_Whymper then lists the books in 
his library which he thinks Conway 
may wish to consult and concludes: 

“The books will be at your service 
until your own goes to press. 

“It will afford me gratification if 
I can be of service in any other way.” 

Conway’s book was published in 
1894: Cimbing and Exploration in 
the Kara-Koram Himalayas. It was

The Smithsonian Institution-spon- 
sored archaeological expedition to 
Shanidar Valley in the Zagros Moun- 
tains of northern Iraq during the sea- 
son 1956-57 resulted in several im- 
portant discoveries, chief of which 
were the finding of two adult human 
skeletons of pre-modern type in 
Shanidar Cave and the discovery of 
an early Neolithic village site nearby, 
containing rudimentary architectural 
foundations of rough field stones. 

The discovery of the two skeletons, 
as well as an earlier find, that of a 
child’s skeleton in 1953, places Shani- 
dar Cave among the more important 
Early Man sites in the Old World. 
In Western Asia it is second only to 
the site of Mount Carmel in Pales- 
tine in Upper Pleistocene skeletal re- 
mains. Both of the adult skeletons 
were recovered from the top of the 
Mousterian layer, the bottommost of 
four stratigraphical layers at Shani- 
dar Cave. One of the skeletons was 
found at a depth of 14.5 feet below 
the surface, and the other at about 
23 feet. In both, the bones were 
found in an unfossilized or natural 
state, due to the good preservative 
qualities of the soil. Both individuals 
had suffered accidental deaths from 
separate rockfalls. These rockfalls 
may have been induced by earth- 
quakes, which occur at intervals in 
this mountainous section of Kurdis- 
tan, Iraq. The Mousterian layer is 
recognized as belonging to the Middle 
Paleolithics period associated with the 
so-called Neanderthal or Neandertha- 
loid man. Neanderthal man is an ex- 
tinct pre-modern species of man 
identified with the last stage of the 
Ice Age. The skeletal remains of 
Shanidar appear to be of Neanderthal 
type on preliminary observation. The 
position of the skeletons in the upper 
part of the Mousterian layer at 
Shanidar Cave, above which was 
found a layer containing Upper

Paleolithic artifacts very similar in 
type to its Aurignacian counterpart 
in western Europe, indicates that 
possibly a very late type of Neander- 
thal man is involved at Shanidar. The 
bottom of the Upper Paleolithic layer 
has been dated by the carbon-14 test 
to be about 34,000 years old. 


The shallower of the two skeletons 
by virtue of its stratigraphical depth 
is possibly about 45,000 years old. 
Although the bones in this skeleton 
were broken and in some instances 
badly shattered by the rockfall, the 
skeleton is fairly complete. It lay 
in an extended position. The force of 
the rockfall must have been con- 
siderable, since the vault of the skull 
was pushed in, and the lowed jaw 
was badly dislocated. There was a 
stone across the neck, practically 
severing the head from the body. 
There was another stone across the 
lower legs, cutting off the feet. The 
chest area was crushed in. The 
skeleton measured about 5 feet 8 
inches long, the general stature of 
Neanderthaloid men. The skull, al- 
though crushed by the rockfall, was 
in a good state of preservation. It 
appears to represent a “conservative” 
Neanderthaloid, unlike the “progress- 
ives” of Mount Carmel, which show 
mixed features resembling both Homo 
sapiens as well as Neanderthals. 

The skull of Shanidar man in fact 
more closely resembles that of the 
Neanderthal man of the La Chapeile- 
aux-Saints (France) find, which is a 
classic or conservative type. There 
is one very apparent exception to the 
resemblance. The brow ridge in the 
Shanidar specimen instead of being 
earried across above the eyes in a 
continuous bulge, or “torus,” is brok- 
en between the eyes, There is a 
marked lateral flare to the brow 
ridges. The low sloping forehead of 
the typical Neanderthal as well as 
the characteristic low vault of the 
skull is here retained, The skull is 
long in shape relative to the width. 
The lower jaw, massive and robust, 
has a rearward-sloping chin, also 
characteristic of Neanderthaloids. The 
face was prognathous. The teeth, 
showing rather heavy wear, are in 
very good condition. Two of the 
front teeth, the medial incisors, are 
missing, evidently lost during the life- 
time of the individual since there had 
been some replacement of bony 
tissue. The front upper and lower 
incisors show unusully heavy wear on 
the surface appearing rounded across 
the top. There is no protrusion of 
the canines, Two flints were found 
directly associated with the skeleton. 

The second skeleton, not so well 
preserved as the first, suffered more 
damage by a rockfall. There is a

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had been a habitation site, These 
artifacts are Mousterian in type. 

The nearest locus of ancient human 
skeletal or paleoanthropological finds 
in significant numbers is Mount 
Carmel where Neanderthal skeletons 
of both “conservative” and more 
humanly advanced or “progressive” 
types were recovered, The Shanidar 
skeletons will add substantially to the 
present knowledge of the wirespread 
Neanderthal populations. One of the 
more interesting problems associated 
with the discovery is that it appears 
that the Neanderthal “progressives” 
of Mount Carmel were earlier in time 
than the Shanidar remains. It would 
seem that Neanderthal man of a very 
backward or “conservative” type 
languished in the mountain fastness 
of Kurdistan, while only 600 miles

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some Homo sapiens characteristics 
lived and died some thousands of 
years before. 

Study of the skeletons, now a 
national treasure of Iraq, will pro- 
vide another inkling into the move- 
ments of the Neanderthal populations 
as well as to what finally became of 
them. Study of the practically com- 
plete skeleton of one will throw ad- 
ditional light on the posture of these 
pre-modern men, who have been de- 
picted as shuffling brutes with heavy 
stooped shoulders. A recent study by 
Dr. Muzaffer Senyurek of Ankara 
University of the teeth of the Shani- 
dar child, which was discovered at a 
depth of 26 feet, indicates that it 
belongs to a new form of Mousterian 
or Upper Pleistocene man. Since the 
newly discovered adults come from 
higher levels in the cave, they may 
represent still different types of men. 

This brings the total of skeletal 
finds at Shanidar Cave to six, in- 
cluding three skeletons of Mousterian 
man or Neanderthaloids, two Neolithic 
burials and one Islamic age skeleton. 
There is promise of additional finds, 
since only a portion of the cave de- 
posits has been excavated, 

The early Neolithic village site in- 
vestigated by the expedition fits in 
the stratigraphical record of the long 
sequence in Shanidar Cave. The stone 
foundation remains uncovered indicate 
some kind of rude architecture, one 
of the earliest thus far known in 
Mesopotamia, pre-dating the village 
site of Jarmo, excavated in southern 
Kurdistan by the University of 
Chicago expeditions several years 
ago. It appears to equate with Karim 
Shahir, one of the early village sites 
identified in Iraq. 

The members of the Smithsonian 
expedition included Dr. Rose L. 
Solecki, the wife of the expedition 
leader; Philip Smith of Peabody 
Museum, Harvard University; and 
George Maranjian, of the Arabian 
American Oil Co. in Saudi Arabia. 
The expedition ‘was supported by 
grants from the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, the American Philosophical 
Society, the National Science Founda- 
tion, the Wenner-Gren Foundation for 
Anthropological Research, and the 
William Bayard Cutting Traveling 
Fellowship of Columbia University. 
Two oil companies in the Near East, 
the Iraq Petroleum Co. and the Arabi- 
an American Oil Co., cooperated in 
the expedition’s work. As in the 
past two seasons, the Iraq Directorate 
of Antiquities gave its cooperation. 


THE “TIME MESS” 
OF THE MAYANS 


The Maya had a 260-year century. 
This was based on a 260-day year, 
or “tun,” which was the most sig- 
nificant of the four kinds of year 
recognized in the calendars of this 
most advanced of all pre-Columbian 
New World peoples. There was also 
a 18-day fortnight and an 18-day 
month, in addition to the lunar month. 
In addition, they recognized 360-day 


Raaeereeeeeeeeeneeeeeeneee and 365-day years and a Venus year 
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of 584 days, based on the rotation of 
the planet Venus around the sun. 

An effort to unscramble this “time 
mess,” is reported by Dr. John P. 
Harrington, formerly of the Smithso- 
nian Institution’s Bureau of Amer- 
ican Ethnology, in a report recently 
published by the Institution. 

It was not, of course, a “mess” to 
the Maya priests. who were highly 
competent (for their times) astronom- 
ical observers, but it has been a con- 
stant stumbling block in efforts to 
correlate the Central American with 
the Christian calendar and to fix dates 
in Maya history. 

“Maya time reckoning,” Dr. Har- 
rington says, “began with some un- 
known early events, possibly with the 
mythological creation of the world. 
The early author of the Motul dic- 
tionary was the first to attempt to 
correlate the Maya Calendar with 
that of the Christians. He arrived at 
the conclusion that the beginning 
date was 682 A.D. We know now that 
the mythic beginning date was ap- 
proximately 3000 B.C. 


“In the same way the ancient Egyp- 
tians started time reckoning with the 
beginning of the reign of a king, the 
Christians of the West with the birth 
of Christ. Jews and members of the 
Greek Orthodox Church started time 
reckoning with the creation of the 
world. The important matter is that 
a single date is agreed upon. The 
Maya began the count from the com- 
mencement of the world.” 


The Maya language, says Dr. Har- 
rington, is far from dead. It still 
is spoken, in one form or other, by 
the bulk of the population of Yuca- 
tan. The dialects are quite similar, 
and all, he found, closely approximate 
the speech recorded in a Maya-Span- 
ish dictionary prepared in the last 
quarter of the 16th century.

How Shot Was Made in 1872 


“Shot are generally made of lead, 
with which arsenic has been mixed, 
although sometimes lead of an in- 
ferior quality is used simply for this 
manufacture. The effect of the ar- 
senic is to render the lead softer and 
more ductile, instead of hard and brit- 
tle, so that when melted and sub- 
jected to the usual process in shot- 
making, it will more readily take 
the globular form. The softer the 
lead, the less arsenic is required; but 
hard lead requires arsenic in the pro- 
portion of ten parts in one thousand. 
When the lead is properly combined 
with the arsenic, which is determined 
by trial, it is formed into bars, and 
raised to the top of a tower, erected 
for the purpose, to be melted again, 
and transformed into shot. 

The usual method of shot-making 
has some resemblance to the process 
by which rain is transformed into 
hail. The liquid lead is made to fall 
from a high elevation; in passing 
through the air this leaden rain be- 
comes cool, and hardens into leaden 
hail or shot. The common method of 
shot making is said to have origina- 
ted with a plumber of Bristol, named 
Watts. About the year 1782, he 
dreamed that he was exposed to a 
shower of rain, that the clouds rain- 
ed lead instead cf water, and that 
the drops of lead were perfectly 
round. Inspired by this dream, he 
determined to try the experiment. 
He accordingly ascended the tower 
of a church, and poured some melted 
lead into some water below; the plan 
was successful, and he sold his in- 
vention for a large sum of money. 

In carrying out the idea suggest- 
ed by this dream, if such was its 
real origin, shot- towers have been 
constructed, varying in height from 
100 to 250 feet, according to the 


size of the shot to be made, the 
larger size requiring the greater 
height. The lead is melted at the top 


of the tower, and poured into a colan- 
der and the drops are received in a 
vessel of water at the bottom. The 
surface of the lead, when melted, is 
covered with a spongy crust of oxide, 
called cream, which is used to coat 
over the bottom of the colander, in 
order to prevent the lead from pass- 
ing too rapidly through the holes, 
and to perfect the roundness of the 
shot. The colanders are made of 
sheet iron, the holes differing accord- 
ing to the size of the shot, though 
the shot. are always larger than the 


holes through which the melted lead 
passes. The lead passes through the 
colander in fine threads, which col- 
lect in globules of the size of the shot 
on the under surface of the colander. 
In falling to the bottom of the tower, 
the entire surface of the shot is equal- 
ly acted on by a current of air. By 
this means they take their proper 
form, and are sufficiently cooled, 
though still soft, to bear the shock 
of falling into the water, without 
flattening or changing their shape. 
The holes in the colander for shot, 
known as No. O, are one-fiftieth of 
an inch in diameter; for No. 1 the 
holes are one fifty-eighth of an inch; 
and from No. 5 to No. 9 the diame- 
ter decreases by regular gradations, 
the latter being only one three hun- 
dred and sixtieth of an inch. When 
the shot are removed from the water, 
which is sometimes done by an end- 
less chain of boxes, they are thor- 
oughly dried by steam on iron plates, 
or in iron boxes. The imperfect shot 
are then separated from those which 
are well formed by causing them to 
pass over a number of inclined 
planes, arranged one above another. 
The perfect shots proceed rapidly in 
a straight line, and fall into boxes 
nlaced to receive them a few inches 
from the edge of the inclined plane. 
The ill-shapen pieces of lead — ob- 
long, or vartly round — move in zig- 
zag, and more slowly, and fall into 
boxes placed immediately at the edge 
of the plane. If the first boxes do not 
receive all the imperfect. pieces, they 
are likely to disappear in the boxes 
below the second inclined plane; so 
that at the bottom of the slope onlv 
the perfect ones fall into the trough 
placed to receive them. The good 
shot thus separated from the bad are 
of a clean, silver-white color. They 
are then placed in the polishing bar- 
rel, containing a small quantity of 
pulverized plumago, where, after 
many revolutions, they receive their 
superficial finish. They are then as- 
sorted according to their sizes by 
sifting them from boxes, the bottoms 
of which have holes corresponding 
to the different sizes of shot, or by 
sifting them through a revolving 
copper cylinder placed on an incline. 
having holes which increase in size 
towards the lower end. Thus the 
smaller drop through first, and the 
larger lower down, each size being 
received in its own box. Being thus 
assorted, they fall into boxes, each 


of which has a tube and a faucet, so 
arranged that the bag placed over 
the mouth of the opened tube receives 
precisely twenty-five pounds of shot, 
when it instantly closes, obviating in 
this way the necessity of weighing 
each bag of shot. 

In the year 1807 the patent shot- 
tower of Paul Beck was erected on 
the Schuylkill. It was on a large 
scale, being 170 feet high, and very 
complete in its machinery. It was 
supposed to be capable of supplying 
the entire demand for shot in the 
United States. Many other shot- 
towers have been built since that 
date. A mode of manufacturing shot 
without the high tower has recently 
been patented, substituting in their 
place a low elevation, up which a 
powerful current of air is made to 
pass, thus producing the effect of a 
long-continued fall.”

The motives that prompt collect- 
ing of old magazines are numerous 
and occasionally are unusual. Some 
persons collect them for the poetry 
or fiction of certain writers or pe- 
riods; others seek yesteryear’s week- 
lies and monthlies that contain first 
hand accounts of important events 
ranging from politics and socia] af- 
fairs and customs to early sports.

tryside of early America’s mid-west, 
but more important, it was the clue 
that introduced me to a fascinating 
pioneer, a man of _ distinguished 
achievements, yet, curiously, today 
nobody seems to have heard of 
Charles Lanman. In fact, I first trailed 
the wrong man, who happened to be 
his kinsman born 31 years later, 
Charles Rockwell Lanman, the emi- 
nent Sanskrit scholar.” 

The Collector’s Charles Lanman 
was a Man of many talents who made 
his mark in various fields and profes- 
sions during a colorful career as 
business executive, editor, author, ex- 
plorer, naturalist, diplomat, librari- 
an and artist. His versatility and skill 
amazed Washington Irving, who, af- 
ter reading some of Lanman’s 32 
published books and seeing several 
of his 1000 landscape paintings, was 
at a loss to adequately describe him. 
Finally, Irving dubbed him “The Pic- 
turesque Explorer of Our Country.” 

Lanman was born June 14, 1819, in 
Monroe, Mich., where his father, 
James, a lawyer of English descent 
had migrated from the family home 
at Norwich, Conn. As a toddler, Lan- 
man began exploring when his mother, 
Marie Jeanne Guie of French Indian 
blood, took him on walks and pic- 
nics in the Michigan woods. Later, 
young Charles was sent East to the 
family home so he could attend Nor- 
wich Academy. 

On graduating, in 1835, Lanman 
went to New York City and became 
an apprentice clerk in the East India 
Mercantile House. Always an inde- 
fatigable worker, within ten years he 
advanced to an executive position, 
but found it too confining to per- 
mit his hobbies of writing and paint- 
ing, although in 1842, his first book, 
a collection of essays, had been pub- 
lished. 

Deciding to be a writer, Lanman 
joined the staff of the New York Ex- 
press aS a news reporter, but his 
success in this role was dimmed by 
home sickness. He went West and be- 
came a reporter on The Cincinnati 
Chronicle. Soon after he was invited 
to be editor of his home newspaper, 
The Monroe Gazette. This was a 


berth made to order as it gave Lan- 
man time for exploring and painting. 
By 1846 his landscapes were attract- 
ing attention and he was elected an 
associate member of the National 
Academy of Design, an exceptional 
honor for a 27-year-old artist. 

By the end of three years Lanman 
had become restless. He sought new 
places to explore and interpret with 
his pen and brush, Accordingly, in 
1849 he selected Washington, D. C., 
as his port of opportunity. While 
working on a newspaper there he 
became secretary to Daniel Webster. 
This association ripened into a warm 
friendship between the two men, and 
later Lanman wrote a biography of 
Webster that today is a collectors’ 
item. 

Next, Lanman held various exec- 
utive positions in the U.S. Depart- 
ment of the Interior. Then followed 
his appointment as Librarian to the 
Interior and War Departments when

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he prepared the first Congressional 
Biographical Directory, and for which, 
jn addition to his regular salary, he 
received a royalty of one dollar per 
copy from the Government. No mat- 
ter in what field he worked, Lanman’s 
efforts always proved profitable. 

His diplomatic career began in 
1871 when he was appointed U.S. Sec- 
retary to the Japanese Legation. Dur- 
ing the eleven years Lanman occu- 
pied this post, he wrote a book called 
“The Japanese in America.’ He also 
took time to explore the Southern 
states and was the first person to 
explore the mountains of North Caro- 
lina. 

Lanman’s enthusiasm for exploring 
an{ adventure is personified in the 
little red book’s 1848 essay where 
he narrates his experiences on the 
night of his 27th birthday, when, like 
an Indian, he traveled alone through 
the forest with “the silence of a 
shadow and the speed of an antelope, 
secing and hearing all,” and which 
he called “Dream of the Wilderness.” 

Basing his account on a line from 
Bryant, “And I was in the wilder- 
ness alone,” Lanman begins: 

I entered the forest just as the 
glorious summer sun was sinking be- 
hind the far-off hills. The evening 
star rose in the west, and in a little 
while from the zenith a thousand 
other bright constellations looked 
smilingly down upon the earth. Some- 
thing whispered to me that I must 
spend the long watches of the night 
in wandering in the wilderness. ... 

“Strange, and wild and beautiful, 
were the scenes I beheld. The mighty 
trees—pine, oak, ash, maple, walnut 
and basswood—which rose on every 
side, seemed like the columns of a 
vast temple, whose mysterious wind- 
ing aisles, overhung with a multitudi- 
nous foliage, were deserted and deso- 
late. No moving objects_met my eye, 
save the fire-flies that darted in all 
directions, floating and sinking like 
burning flakes of snow. The gloomy 
silence was broken only by the drone 
of the beetle, the chirp of the cricket, 
and the song of the katy-did.” 

As Lanman walked deeper into the 
forest he found many obstacles in 
his path including dead trees and 
piles of brush; while the masses of 
foliage overhead created a total dark- 
ness his “vision was wonderful.” He 
explains, “I saw all surrounding ob- 
jects with intense clearness; for to 
me, ‘the darkness was as the light of 
day.’ At times, I paused to listen, 
startled by some distant sound, the 
how] of a wolf, the hooting of an owl, 
or the ‘trumpet tone’ of a flying 
Swan. ... Bi 

“At the foot of a gnarled and 
stunted oak, I saw the manly form 
of an Indian, wrapped in his scar- 
let blanket, and extended upon a bear 
skin. He was fast asleep. On one 
side of him, and within his reach, lay 
a bundle of arrows and an unstrung 
bow; on the other a knapsack of 
provisions and a wolfish-looking dog. 
But this guardian of the slumbering 
savage was fast asleep.... 

“Not less sudden than varied are 
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the scenes I behold. On that high 
dry limb, under a canopy of leaves, # 
flock of turkeys are roosting. They 
are all asleep save one, and he is 
acting the part of a sentinel, dart- 
ing out his long neck, now this way. 
now that, as if he beheld an enemy. 
Fat, sleepy fellow! ... 

“My course is onward. Hark! I 
hear a yell and a rushing sound. Two 
wolves are chasing a beautiful doe. 
Poor creature! Its strength is al- 
ready lessening, its race is run. The 
wolves have seized it. There is a strug- 
gle; the blood issues from its grace- 
ful neck; one gasp more, and the ten- 
der mother of two sweet fawns lies 
dead. . . . Awakened by the scent, a 
croaking raven is wheeling in the dis- 
tance. Its wings flap heavily—and 
there are two—and still another.” 

Continuing ahead Lanman comes 
to an opening where the trees grow 
less closely together. He sees “a cloud 
of thin white smoke . .. it is an 
Indian encampment; a dozen bark 
wigwams, shaped like a sugar loaf. 
But why this bustle at so late an 
hour? 

“The braves have just returned 
from a three day’s hunting tour, 
and they are now releasing their 
pack-horses from their loads of spoil. 
The blaze from a fire gives al] sur- 
rounding objects a ruddy glow. In 
dire confusion upon the ground, lie 
haunches of venison, red and gray 
squirrels, and raccoons; turkeys, 
grouse, ducks, pheasants, and many 
other lesser birds, mingled with guns, 
bows and arrows, shot pouches, pow- 
der-horns, skins, halters, brass ket- 
tles and the like. 

“The men are busy and the wom- 
en, too. Roused from a four hwurs’ 
nap, several children are coming out 
from the huts, rubbing their eyes. 
They seem to be the only playmates 
of the whining dogs.” 

Lanman is diverted from watching 
the Indians by a slight sound that 
provides “a beauteous sight! A herd 
of deer, reposing like a family of 
wood-sprites, near yonder clump of 
young maples! There are three bucks, 
five does, and two lovely spotted 
fawns. Upon that decayed ‘stump’ be- 
yond, a solitary American nightin- 
gale is resting.... 

“What silver rays are those dart- 
ing down through the leafy boughs? 
The moon! The moon! High in 
heaven she sails in queenly beauty 
... Festoons of creeping plants hang 
from the surrounding limbs; and the 
ivy and grapevine have twined them- 
selves so closely around the ash, as 
entirely to hide from view the bark 
of the trunk. I thrust my hand against 
a bush, and a thousand dew-drops 
fall to the earth, glittering in the 
moonbeams. 

“If my lady-love were with me, 
what a gorgeous wreath could I now 
weave for her beautiful brow; of the 
purple and scarlet iris, the blue 
larchspur, the moccasin-flower, and 
the crimson and green lichen, and 
other mosses, flowers, and vines, too 
delicate to have a name... .”

ANCIENT REPTILES 


Four nearly complete skeletons of 
mammal-like reptiles that are believed 
to represent a transition stage be- 
tween two major divisions of the ani- 
mal kingdom have recently been add- 
ed to Smithsonian Institution collec- 
tions. 

They were collected by Dr. G. Ed- 
ward Lewis, U.S. Geological Survey, 
and Dr. D. H. Dunkle, associate cu- 
rator of vertebrate-paleontology, of 
the Smithsonian Institution, on the 
Western Navajo Indian Reservation 
in Arizona. They are probably the 
most complete remains yet found in 
the world of a group of land-dwelling, 
four legged, cold-blooded animals, the 
ictidosaurs. They were reptiles, but 
with certain anatomical] features so 
close to those of the earliest known 
mammals and of present-day mar- 
supials that they sometimes have been 
classified mistakenly as mammals. 

They were found imbedded in rock 
formed during the late Triassic or 
early Jurassic geological period, about 
160,000,000 years ago. Thus they 
were contemporaries of the early di- 
nosaurs and probably of some of the 
most primitive mammals. They ap- 
proached closely, Dr. Dunkle points 
out, to the mammal type of body 
structure. They were creatures about 
the size of a cocker-spaniel with in- 
cisor teeth somewhat similar to those 
of present-day rodents and cheek teeth 
with three rows of cusps on each 
tooth. 

Cheek teeth of this type are un- 
known among other reptiles and are 
quite similar to the teeth of the ex- 
tremely primitive marimals, the mul- 
tituberculates, which appeared at 
about the end of the Jurassic. 

Mammals almost unquestionably 
were derived from creatures belong- 
ing to the ancient group of reptiles 
called the Synapsida. The transition 
from cold-bloodedness to warm-blood- 
edness constituted one of the most 
important steps in evolution, and 
there still is little understanding of 
how it could have been accomplished. 
Presumably it required a long period 
of step-by-step adaptation.

concensus of expert opinions. Many 
things change hands at much above 
or below their real value. The idea of 
the old saying may possess some ele- 
ment of truth, but it is absolutely use- 
less to a dealer who has something to 
sell or a collector who is buying. 
What they want is a definite fig- 
ure showing the normal average 
worth of the item. With that point 
to work from, it is usually easy to 
figure any concessions for poor con- 
dition and similar factors, and so ar- 
rive at a selling price that is mu- 
tually agreeable. 

Another card author recently stated 
that “Value” is an absurb. ambiguous 
term with no exact meaning. That’s 
a strong condemnation, and summar- 
ily banishes into limbo all the excel- 
lent catalogs which have been pro- 
duced not only for cards but for 
stamps, coins, prints, and toy banks, 
to name a few. Surely, such catalogs 
have been worthwhile adjuncts to 
their hobbies and both collectors and 
dealers would be “lost”? without them. 
Catalogs do not attempt to dictate 
what an item must be sold for. They 
do endeavor to furnish a reliable 
guide to the normal value of the item. 

As a rule, value and price are quite 
close together. That is because sel-

lers like to get full value and buy- 
ers dislike to pay more than that 
amount. There are exceptions. The 
seller May have obtained the item for 
very little or no cost at all ana so 
may be satisfied to pass it on at 
much below its real value. On the 
other hand, a buyer at an auction 
may bid much above the normal value 
of an item because it is something 
which he needs very badly and he 
is willing to pay a substantial pre- 
mium to obtain it. The success of 
auction selling is based on the fact 
that among a large group of buyers 
there are usually a few to whom any 
item will possess this extra-catalog 
value. A shrewd private seller may 
attempt to get an extra high price

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if he detects an unusual eagerness in 
his client, but the practice, with only 
a single buyer present, may not be 
successful. The point is that if a buy- 
er obtains an item for less than nor- 
mal value he knows he is getting a 
bargain. If he pays over normal value 
it is also quite all right provided he 
knowingly and willingly pays such an 
amount for something which is worth 
more to him than to the average 
buyer. 

How are catalog values arrived at? 
As stated, they are a concensus of 
expert opinions. Theoretically, an ex- 
pert is a person of long active expe- 
rience in the hobby who presumably 
is familiar with all its angles ana 
with all factors affecting value. Like- 
wise, he should have no personal mo- 
tives, financial or otherwise, that 
would tend to warp his decisions. Ac- 
tually, failing to find such an ideal 
person, most value listings have been 
compiled by long time collectors or 
dealers who have often devoted a life- 
time to a conscientious effort to pro- 
mote their hobby and provide work- 
ing manuals that will be fair to all 
their fellow hobbyists. 

A principal requisite of an expert 
is familiarity with the supply and 
demand of hobby items. These are the 
main factors in card value, although 
the element of money value, or infla- 
tion, must also be considered. Since 
World War II, for example, commod- 
ity prices have advanced around 50% 
due to inflation. Hobby values usu- 
ally follow the general trend although 
possibly not as strongly because hob- 
by money is the remainder after 
necessity spending, and that often 1s 
close behind even the most inflated 
incomes. Normally, card values ad- 
vance very slowly, with most of them 
holding at the same figure for long 
periods or indefinitely. That is be- 
cause supplies coming on the market 
are sufficient to balance all demands, 
and possibly even create a surplus. 

Supply can usually be figured quite 
accurately. A short survey of a few 
collections and a close observation of 
the market for a few years will tell 
most of thé story. In recent years, 
two listings of cards have been pub- 
lished with ratings based only on rela- 
tive scarcity. In both cases the scarcer 
items were rated at fabulously high 
figures—so high that in England, 
where one catalog appeared. some col- 
lectors jokingly vowed they would sell 
a set or two of cards and retire for 
life. While such listings, if correctly 
made, furnish much information to 
ecard students, they have little prac- 
tical value in the marts of the trade. 

Demand is not so much the num- 
ber of neople who want a card but 
the number of such people who have 
the money to buy it and will spend 
it. The intensity of demand varies, 
as alreadv noted for auction lot buy- 
ing. A collector needing most of a 
set may offer more than one who 
needs only one card. One may deduct 
more than another for poor condition. 
. - . The only rule on condition is 
the general one that scarce cards lose 
Iess due to damage than do common 
ecards, but the exact amount is q mat- 
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ter of opinion or negotiation. There 
is also the size of the transaction to 
consider. Large quantities are usu- 
ally sold under norma] value of the 
individual items because the seller is 
saving on selling costs and likely is 
making a quick cash deal, whereas, 
the buyer is taking a large amount 
of material he does not need and 
which will probably be resold at a 
loss. Possibly there are large quanti- 
ties of duplicates which will be diffi- 
cult to move at any price. 

Even a new catalog may be incor- 
rect on some values within a short 
time. Publicity and sudden popular- 
ity of certain items may create an 
abnormal demand which will tempo- 
rarily crowd prices far above the 
normal value. If such demand is wide- 
spread and sustained, it must later 
be recognized by a higher catalog rat- 
ing. Conversely, there may be found 
a large supply of what previously 
was a scarce card. Within a short 
time all demand may be satisfied and 
the card will lose much of its former 
value. Such conditions as they de- 
velop can only be pointed out in peri- 
odicals, with all possible warnings to 
collectors. 

Catalogs, too, differ in style. Some 
quote net values while others are 
intended for use with varying dis- 
counts. The discount may vary for 
types of cards, for relative scarcity, 
or other factors. Some quote for fine 
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mint condition, with heavy discounts 
for average material. A

Al and Glenna Ross live in Spring- 
ton, Idaho. It’s on few maps. If you 
are a half mile away you'll surely 
miss it. Mr. Ross is the station agent, 
express agent, telegrapher, watchman 
and general representative of the rail- 
road. He lives comfortably in the 
agent’s house alongside the tracks. 
In fact, everyone seems to live along- 
side the tracks as it is set between 
the hill and a canal, or arm of Couer 
de Alene Lake. It’s reached by the 
“crookedest” road in the West. Hi- 
way 95 from Couer de Alene south 
around the lake. Mrs. Ross’ father 
was interested in minerals.

Those in 
the living room were attractively pol- 
ished, They have a complete grind- 
ing and polishing outfit, including a 
large slabbing saw and a tumbling 
machine. It was apparent that they 
use all of these items daily, although 
they considered themselves just hbe- 
ginners. 

They had fine polished sets, large 
flats, tumbled items of many types 
and a storehouse of rough material. 
They showed me a salt sack full of 
Ellensburg blue agates. Now from 
Springton, Ida. to Ellensburg is near- 
ly 300 miles. Yet they said they nad 
made four week-end trips there for 
“blues.” That’s 600 miles for one type 
of agate on a week-end. It indicates 
how desirable these famous blue 
agates are. They have made trips to 
the Yellowstone River country to

known Montana moss agate as well 
as Yellowstone woods (petrified). 
They had material from southern 
Idaho, from Wieser, Challis, Home- 
dale, and other relatively nearby lo- 
calities.

The kings are infantry of- 
ficers in full dress, the queens God-

They came with red 
or blue backs bearing the Union flag 


shield and stars with an anchor be- | 


low. 


The same company issued a similar [| 


deck but the eagles are black and the 


flag suit on the court cards have a 4 


blue field with the red and white 
stripes. The kings are officers in 
dress uniform, the jacks are officers 
in fatigue uniforms and the queens 
are wearing full bouffant skirts with 
red and white stripes around, except 
for a front panel of blue with white 
stars. Low neck, full short sleeves, 
long curly hair with a red plume on 
right side of hat, as the “kings” 
wear. In her left hand she holds 
a stemmed glass filled, apparently 
with red wine, while a small keg 
swings from her shoulder supported 
with her right hand. This deck 
seems to be an earlier issue than the 
first, though both are “Entered ac- 
cording to Act of Congress in the 
year 1862 by Benjamin W. Hitchock, 
the clerk’s office of District’ ete. 
This seems to be a rather rare issue. 


The Monitor and Merrimac — iron 
against wood made headlines and A. 
Dougherty saw the advantage of the 
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a playing cards to keep the fickle pub- 





lic more conscious of the war and 
the Union. So he printed the rare 
issue of “The Monitor and Merrimac,” 
using them for two suit signs, the 
Zouaves and Drummer Boys for the 
other two suits, making the court 
cards and suit signs strictly Ameri- 
can which he thought should be done 
—and cease copying the English and 
French. Many manufacturers have 
tried this through the centuries but 
still our court cards are so identical 
with the English the average person 
cannot tell them apart. 

There were other Civil War issues, 
especially game decks, but these dis- 
cussed are the most important and 
some of America’s rarest issues, 
proving that Playing Cards are his- 
torical records of war.

pointed out that the electric light was 
still dangerous though somewhat 
changed from the time he had used it. 
Persons predisposed to pulmonary 
complaints were cautioned that it 
would shorten their days, and in many 
cases would affect the tender brains 
of children. Rice appended a_ short 
P.S. to his circular in which he bland- 
ly proclaimed that what he was do- 
ing was not done to impair the pat- 
ronage of the London Circus. “Only 
to put the public on their guard.” 

Military features, particularly 
marching men, would have little fas- 
cination for the average circus pa- 
tron today. Two wars have been too 
much with us to make such a thing 
a novelty. Before the turn of the cen- 
tury, however, a band of marching 
soldiers became an important feature 
of many circuses. The Adam Fore- 
paugh and Sells Brothers’ Circus de- 
voted much of their advertising space 
and money to heralding The Aurora 
Zouaves, “America’s Champions, Best 
Drilled Soldiers in the World.” They 
were commanded by Captain R. H. 
Tarbel, who led them through a quick- 
order drill which ended with a finale 
of wall-scaling. They were colorfully 
clad in red and white Zouave outfits. 
The New York American and Journal 
newspaper had this to say about their 
close-order maneuvers: “The Aurora 
Zouaves are a Huge Red-Legged Cen- 
tipede, whese Celerity and Precision 
have astonished the Military World.” 

After several decades of the super- 
abundance of supermarkets, not many 
people would turn their heads for 
a second look at vegetables on dis- 
play. It was not always thus. In 
1904, a man by the name of Vito 
Basile made his living by traveling 
with the Barnum and Bailey Circus 
as the “Vegetable King.” He was fea- 
tured on a platform in the side show 
in the act which consisted of nothing 
more than carving fancy flowers from 
ordinary vegetables, in much the same 
fashion as the modern housewife does 
for a fancy salad plate. 

During ‘this same season, the Bar- 
num and Bailey Show carried a dis- 
play of models of United States War 
Ships. This was considered such an 
interesting novelty and attraction 
that the show advertised this display 
on their ticket wagons and various 
equipment wagons. The display of 
ships was considered a patriotic ges- 
ture on the part of the show. The 
models were constructed with Gov- 
ernment sanction from copies of offi- 
cial plans and all were made accord- 
ing to scate by Messrs. Chas. Dress- 
ler and Bro. Electricians of the Col- 
lege of the City of New York. 

Hot rods and souped-up jalopies 
have become such a part of growing- 
up during the last few years that 
not many heads turn anymore to 
watch auto tricks. The same with bi- 
cycles. The paper boy delivering the 
morning and evening paper all but 
stands on his head in shooting each 
edition onto his customers’ porches. 
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But thrillers at the close of the nine- 
teenth century and during the early 
part of the twentieth followed the 
curve of mechanical invention. When 
the bicycle was all the rage, circus 
performers who laughed at death did 
so on bicycles. And when the horse- 
less carriage achieved the dignity of 
being called an automobile it too be- 
came the means for many hair-rais- 
ing stunts. 

The first of the big aerial bicycle 
acts was billed as the “Loop the 
Loop.” The bicyclist started from an 
elevated point and rode down a long 
runway which turned upward and 
over at its lowest point, forming a 
loop. Diavolo probably was as well 
known for this kind of act as was 
any one. This type of act and combi- 
nations thereof were quite popular. 
Many of these death-defiers fell dur- 
ing the course of their performance. 
Some were able to walk away, some 
were not. 

The best-remembered aerial act us- 
ing an automobile was the “Dip of 
Death,” or the “Auto-Bolide.” It was 
invented in France. The tower used 
in the act was as high as a three- 
story house and had two sections to 
it. The first section had a small plat- 
form at the very top of the tower 
from which ran a runway shaped 
much like the figure 6. The second 
half of the section was the receiving 
track. It was a crescent-shaped wood- 
en affair. The gap between the two 
sections was about twenty feet. 

The auto would be hoisted to the 
top of the tower and Mlle. Mauricia 
De Tiers, the girl who pioneered the 
ride in France, would be strapped be- 
hind the steering wheel. At a signal 
a releasing brake would be tripped 
and the auto would roar down the 
incline at a terrifying speed. When 
it hit the lower look of the six, the 
car would shoot off into space upside 
down. Still upside down the front 
wheels of the car would strike the 
crescent-shaped runway, which in 
turn would bring the car safely to 
the ground in an upright position. 

From the viewpoint of circus, this 
act was a beautiful thriller and one 
that certainly was the very epitome 
of all such circus thrillers of its day.

“Rt

Sherman 
Coat-of-Arms 


July connotes patriotism, and the 
Sherman name represents a patriotic 
family. 

Roger Shérman (1721-1793) is one 
of the men to whom we are indebted, 
for he, of all the men who signed the 
Constitution, was the only one who 
also signed our three other great na- 
tional compacts—the Articles of Con- 
federation, the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and the Association of 1774. 

Roger Sherman was born at New- 
ton, Mass., April 19, 1721, the son 
of William Sherman and his second 
wife, Mehetabel Wellington who was 
a grand-daughter of Roger Wellington 
of Watertown, Mass. (See Weis’THE 
MaGna CARTA SURETIES for her ances- 
try). William was a farmer and shoe- 
maker, at an early age Roger learned 
the cobbler’s trade in his father’s shop. 
Removing to New Milford, Conn. in 
1748, he worked as county surveyor, 
engaged in mercantile pursuits, stu- 
died law, and in 1754 was admitted 
to the bar. He represented New Mil- 
ford in the Connecticut Assembly, was 
one of the governor’s assistants in 
1766-1785, a judge of the Connecticut 
superior court in 1766-1789, treasurer 
of Yale College, a delegate to the 
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Continental Congress, a member of 
the Connecticut Committee of Safety, 
mayor of New Haven, a delegate to 
the Federal Constitutional Conven- 
tion, a member of the Federal House 
of Representatives, and of the United 
States Senate. He was on the commit- 
tee which drafted the Declaration of 
Independence and also on that which 
drafted the Articles of Confederation. 
He died suddenly in New Haven on 
July 23, 1798. 


General William Tecumseh Sher- 
man (1820-1891) was born at Lan- 
caster, Ohio, the son of Charles R. 
Sherman, a judge of the Supreme 
Court of Ohio. He graduated from 
West Point near the head of his class 
and was appointed second lieutenant 
in the third artillery regiment. His 
first field service was in Florida 
against the Seminole Indians. He 
later served during the War with 
Mexico, and of course, played a large 
part in the Civil War. He became a 
full general in 1869 and for fifteen 
years was commanding general of the 
Army until he retired in 1884. He 
died at New York on January 14, 
1891. An equestrian statue, by Saint 
Gaudens, was unveiled at New York 
in 1908, and another at Washington, 
in the same year. 


John Sherman (1823-1900), an 
American financier and statesman, 
was a younger brother of General 
Sherman. He had a long career of 
public service. He served as a mem- 
ber of the House, was elected United 
States senator from Ohio and served 
in that capacity until he became sec- 
retary of the treasury. 


Although not all of the Shermans 
who arrived in the New World in the 
1600’s were related, many of them 
were from the same stock. 


The ANCESTRY OF JAMES MORGAN 
SHERMAN, published in 1915, lists the 
following early settlers bearing the 
Sherman name. 


Hon. Philip Sherman, the seventh 
child of Samuel and Philippa (Ward) 
Sherman, was born in Dedham, Essex, 
Co., England. 5 February 1610. He 
sailed from England when he was 
about twenty-three years of age, and 
settled first at Roxbury, Massachu- 
setts. He was admitted freeman May 
14, 1634, About 1637-8 he removed to 
Portsmouth, Rhode Island and became 
one of the founders of the colony and 
a prominent figure in the Providence 
Plantations. 


Captain John Sherman, bantized at 
Great Horkesley, co. Essex, England, 
3 September 1612, was the son of 
John Sherman (1585-1616). He set- 
tled in Watertown where he was ad- 
mitted freeman 17 May 1637. He 
gave service as Ensign, 1654: Cap- 
tain in 1680; and Deputy in 1651.

INTERPRETATION 


ARMS: Or, a lion rampant sable 
between three oak leaves proper. 

CrEST: A sea lion sejant sable. 

The above blazon (word deserip- 
tion) of the Sherman Armorial Bear- 
ing is registered in Burke’s General 
Armory, the New England Register’s 
“Roll of Arms,” Crozier’s General Ar- 
mory, and numerous Sherman geneal- 
ogies. 

Translated into non-Heraldie terms: 
A gold (or) shield on which is 
charged a black (sable) lion in ram- 
pant attitude; that is, standing on 
one foot and pawing the air. Around 
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the lion (two above and one below) 
are three green (proper, or natural 
color) oak leaves. The crest is a 
black (sable) sea-lion in sitting posi- 
tion (sejant). 

The lion is the king of beasts and 
is emblematical of service to his coun- 
try and deathless courage. The sea- 
lion has the same attributes, with the 
addition of service on the sea, in 
merchant marine, exploration, or 
navy. 

The oak tree is the tree of trees, 
and symbolizes great strength and an- 
tiquity. A part of a symbol has the 
same significance as the whole, thus 
leaves are as the tree. 

Colors are representative of the per- 
sona] characteristics of the original 
bearer and are granted only if he be 
worthy. Gold signifies generosity and 
elevation of mind; green, sturdiness 
and strength; sable, the fur lining of 
royal robes, constancy and nobility. 

The mantling, representing the 
scarf thrown over the helmet to pro- 
tect the neck from the heat of the 
sun; the armour from rust; and to 
foil the enemy’s sword, is always the 
main color of the shield lined with 
the main metal. The hero of the day 
was considered the one who returned 
with the worst rent mantling, there- 
fore it was honoured by being used as a 
decoration. A Coat-of-Arms drawing 
is not considered complete without be- 
ing decorated with the mantling, hel- 
met, and the crest—should there be 
one granted.

pay your bills, correct your proofs 
and make your index, and conduct 
your correspondence.

Conway had an active time on this 
expedition, both in Bolivia and in 
other parts of South America. He 
climbed Sorata, Illimani, and Acon- 
cagua, in addition to his surveying 
and exploring work. 

———— from i901-1905, was on 
an expedition to the region of the 
Great Divide of the Canadian Rock- 
ies. His presence and his work here 
did a great deal to bring this new 
alpine region to the attention of the 
public. 

The last letter of the group, dated 
April 11, 1910, is written in a some- 
what shakey hand, but Whymper 
jokes with Conway. He encloses a 
newspaper clipping headed: “Sir 
Martin Scratched.” The _ clipping 
reads: 


“The Press Association states that 
today’s Sporting Life contains the 
following: ‘Sir Martin was yester- 
day struck out of the City and Su- 
burban. The official time of the 
scratching of the American horse will 
be made known today’.” 

Whymper writes to his old friend 
that he regrets that he can not meet 
him at the Author’s Club tonight and 
adds: “I saw a few days ago that 
you were struck and scratched. 
hope that you are not seriously hurt.” 

Most of the letters of this corres- 
pondence have been written in blue- 
black ink on octavo paper headed 
“Memorandum,” and addressed from 
St. Martin’s House, 29 Ludgate Hill, 
E. C. Whymper uses the sheet the 
“long way”, similar to a telegram. 

Had Whymper lived in our own 
times, perhaps he would have pre- 
ceded Edmund Hillary and Tenzing 
Norkey in their ascent of Mt. Everest 
on May 29, 1953. Reaching ‘The 
Summit of the World” is the great 
mountaineering adventure of our 
generation. But had Whymper been 
able to ascend Everest, who would 
have conquered the “Unconquerable 
Matterhorn?” 

Mountaineers’ stories make excit- 
ing reading both in autobiographical 
accounts and in histories of mountain- 
eering such as James Ramsey UII- 
man’s excellent High Conquest. Truly 
the autograph letters of the moun- 
taineers, such as Whymper and Con- 
way, are passports to Adventure!
